The Israeli Ambassador, . Mr. E. 
Flath, and a distinguished gathering of 
communal leaders 
attended the inauguration of the 
“Herbert Samuel” lectures at the 
annual meeting of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University, at the Assembly 
Hall of the Institute of Education, 
Malet Street, W.C.1, on Tuesday. The 
lecture, on “ The Influence of Univer- 
sities in Spreading Civilisations,” given 
by Professor Gilbert Murray, was the 
first of a series founded by the Friends 
of the Hebrew University to mark 
Viscount Samuel's thirty years’ presi- 
dency of the Friends. 


Viscount Samuel, presided, 


Professor Gilbert: Murray. delivering the lecture. 


semilism to antiquity, the speaker said 
he regarded antisemitism as the adoption 
by the Christian world of the primeval 
fear of pagan Rome against believers in 
monotheism, which at one time was 
directed against Jews and Christians 
alike. This ancient superstition gave rise 
to evil myths of Jewish practices which 
persisicd till this day in the more 
obscurantist and ignorant quarters.

Professor Goodhart on 
Tolerance and Law

“ Tolerance and the Law” was the 
subject of the second Robert Waley 
Cohen Memorial Lecture given, under 
the auspices of the Council of Chris- 
lians and Jews, by Professor Arthur L. 
Goodhart, K.B.E.. Q.C.. Master of 
University College, Oxford, at the 
Middie Temple Hall, on Monday. 

Introducing the speaker, the Lord 

Chancellor, Viscount Kilmuir, G.C.V.O.. 
expressed the gratitude of the Govern- 
ment and the legal profession for his 
many contribuuions to the development 
of English law and paid tribute to his 
services in . fostering Anglo-American 
understanding, 
Though it could be argued, said Pro- 
fessor Goodhari. that the law had: often 
been used as an insirument of oppression 
by the dominam party in the State, 1 
had always checked ‘and mitigated the 
excesses: of arbitrary despotism, 
common law and equily gave . legal 
expression to the idea of tolerance in 
Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence. 


Liberty and Tolerance , 


The speaker went on to draw the dis- 
unction between liberty and tolerance. 
Liberty, he said; was claimed for our- 
selves and those associated with. us. while 
tolerance involved 4 conscious. decision 


“40 grant freedom to others with whom 


we may. disagree. There was, however, 
close kinship between the moral and 
pracuiical grounds ‘supporting -the claims 
of liberty and tolerance. ‘This. relation- 
ship -was embodied in. law. subject only 
lo qualifications. designed to--protect the 
public against. abuses, 

There was. fourfold” relationship 
between law and tolerance. Law sought 
to impose toicrance. upon. the State. 
also. bound the. individual observe 
tolerance... In certain. cases it sanctioned 
intolerance against specific individuals : 
and finally was used as an cxample of 
tolerance, 

To illustrate his firsi proposition Pro- 
fessor Goodhart cited the rules of 
Parliamentary conduct in. this country. 
Other: instances he. gave -were the 
accepied. limitalions on legislation, such 
as the freedoms of religion. speech, and 
press. from which deviations were justified 
only in time of major crises. 


Duty of Individual 


With regard to the individual's duty 
to observe tolerance, the speaker Slated 
that although legislation was of doubtful 
use in combating a widely spread and 
passionately held prejudice, it could and 
did provide an éffective barrier agains! 


sedition and hate-mongering. leading to 


violence. On the whole, English law 
had been most successful in. protecting 
minofities from riots and disorders. 

In conclusion Professor ‘Goodhart 


spoke of tolerance exemplified in the 


idea of a fair trial and the conduct of 
the legal profession, which in this country 
gave rise to justifiable pride. 

A vote of thanks to the speaker was 
moved by Lord. Jowitt and seconded by 
the Rev. Dr. C. Raven, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Council 
of Christians and Jews.

THE LIKENESS OF GOD 


This is the book of the genera- 
tions of Adam. In the day that 
God created man, in the likeness 
of God made He him (Gen. v, VW. 


N early Rabbinic literature 

(Sifra, Kedoshim, 4, 12; Teal. 

Jer. Nedar, 9, 4) a controversy 
is depicted between two great sages 
of the Talmud as to what verse in 
the Bible represented the highest 
and the most comprehensive prin- 
ciple of Torah. According to R. 
Akibah the verse was to be found 
in Leviticus xix, 18, in the great 
commandment.“ Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself.” 

Simeon Ben Azzat, Akibah’s_bril- 
lant contemporary, however, sought 
to find the highest principle not on 
the human plane. but on the’ Divine. 
For him, the basic idea of the Torah 
was contained in the first verse of the 
fifth chapter of Genesis: “In the day 
that God created man, in the likeness 
of God made He him.” Man's great- 
ness originated from the fact that he 
was created “in the image of God.” 
that mis moral and. spiritual. poten- 
tralities were God-like and limitless, 
und that that constituted his qualita- 
tive distinction from all other 
Creatures. 


N the of Ben Azzais. conten- 
lion, we can regard. the verse -in 
Genesis as. in a sense, a superscription 
for the whole of the Bible—to distin- 
guish it from. all other. books. 
MIM ADO AT This is a book 
of the history of man. Not, how- 
ever, a history in the ordinary. sense. 
lis importance is not to be seen in 
that at records faithfully facts and 
figures. -events and  occurrencés, 
What the sets: out. to do 


is to teach history. with a purpose, 


to represent the affairs of man as 
pointing to a supremely significant 
fact outside them--to the fact that 
when God created man He made him 
in the likeness of God. 

This Sabbath we begin in our syna- 
gogues to read the Torah anew. 
divided into tts weekly portions. We 


shall do well to keep Ben Azzai'’s 
dictum constantly before our eves as. 
irom chapter to chapter, we labour 
to unravel the mysteries of the Scrip- 
tures and to reach out to their deeper 
meanings. The Torah touches upon 
many facets of human life: n pene- 
trates to many spheres of human 
thought and activity. We could casily 
be tempted to look upon the Torah 
as a kind of text-book on the various 
subjects with which tu successively 
concerns. itself, 


[f we did that. we should, from the 

very. Start, miss the real point of 
the Scriptures, which is not to serve 
as a text-book but rather to act as a 
guide to man on the road of. life. 
When we read in the early chapters 
of Genesis the simple vet profound 
story of the Creation, and when we 
pass on, week by week. into other 
domajns of human thought and specu- 
lation anthropology. universal 
mythology, early hestory and 
geography. down to the origins of 
jurisprudence, ethics. and even med}- 
cine--let us, above ail things, beware 
comparing the Brblical accounts 
with the results-of modern research 
and. inquiry. as taught tn. our scientific 
text books. Ihe lorah does not 
claim from our generation that i 
should be accepted as a text-book on 
the exact sciences, 7 

if you desire pure’ science. if your 
interests are solely and strictly con- 
fined to bare facts and figures. then 
by all means turn to the books of 
science. Hf, -howeverf, your ultimate 
aim is a loftrer one, if it is. to an 
understanding of man and of ‘his true 
position in the universe that you wish 
to. attain, then, after perusing your 
works -on science, you. will engage 
your attention on the Book otf Books. 
Only here will vou come to a know- 
ledge of man and his universe, which 
will, increasingly but conclusively, 
deepen your understanding that. “tn 
the day that God created man, in the 
likeness of God made He him.”

RESTITUTION FROM 
GERMANY 


£16,000,000 Recovered 
by U.R.O. 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


About 200,000,000 German marks 
—over £16,000,000—has already been 
recovered through the United Restitu- 
tion Organisation in successful claims 
for restitution and compensation, it 
was stated by Professor N. Bentwich, 
O.B.E., Chairman of U.R.O., on 
Thursday. of last week. The present 
rate of recovery under these two 
headings was 6,000,000 German marks 
per month. 

Professor Bentwich was speaking at a 
reception to mark the official opening of 
the new headquarters of U.R.O., at 
183-189 Finchley Road, N.W.3 (entrance 
Goldhurst Terrace). 

The  organisation—originally called 
United Restitution Office—came into 
being as a legal aid society to advise or 
represent all those victims of Nazism 
WO could not afford the services of 
private lawyers after the Allied Miltary 
Government in Germany had promul- 
gated regulations for restitution of identi- 


fiable property. The organisation was | 


esiablished with the help of the Foreign 
Office, and for several years it was 
subsidised by the Central British Fund, 
the American “ Joint,” and the Jewish 
Agency. As the fees charged to iis 
clients by U.R.O.—upon the successful 
compietion of their claims—are moderate, 
the deficit in maintaining the organisation 
—it amounted to about £25,000 a year— 
was made up by grants from these three 
bodies. The office is now receiving an 
annual grant from the Jewish Claims 
Conference. 
60,000 Clients 

Reviewing the development of legisla- 
tion on restitution and c nsation in 
the various Western Zones of Germany— 
there is none in the Soviet Zone—and 
the comprehensive acis of the Federal 
Government itself, Professor Bentwich

behalf of nearly 60,000 clients, who had 
submitted about 110,000 claims. Is 
work would further increase as soon as 
the Federal Government enacted the long- 
awaited law on restitution of movable 
property (such as banking accounts, jewel- 
lery, securities, etc.) and amended the 
Indemnification Law, and when the 
claims against Austria are given a wider 
scope. U.R.O., he said, maintained 
offices: in practically all countries where 
Nazi victims had settled in large num- 
bers, with the biggest branches in the 


United States (New York and Los» 


Angeles) and Israel. In Germany. itself 
U.R.O. maintained five centres with a 


joint legal staff of 62 and a clerical staff: 


of 200, to prepare and represent the cases 
before the German authorities and courts. 

Professor Bentwich paid tribute to the 
members. of the staff of the London 
headquarters, particularly Dr. H. Reich- 
mann, the General Secretary, and Dr. F. 
Goldschmidt, who, he said, bore the main

LABOUR’S TRIBUTE 
TO ISRAEL 


Need for Co-Existence in 
Middle East 


The. Labour Party Conference 
being held at Margate this week 
adopted on Wednesday a composite 
resolution on foreign policy which, 
among other points, welcomed the 
stand taken by the Parliamentary 
Labour Party against the danger of 
an arms race in the Middle East. The 
resolution was seconded by Mr. a, 
Cohen, representing the British Poale 
Zion, 

The resolution called for co-existence 
between the Arab States and Israel based 
on sovereignty and integrity of the States 
concerned, and expressed appreciation of 
the constructive achievements of Mapai. 


The Executive Committee's reply to the 
debate was given by Mr. Sam Watson, 


the Durham miners’ leader, who said the 


main issue in the world today was not 
China, Formosa, or Far East 
generally, but the Middle East. The 
reason, he said, lay in the fact that 
60 per cent of the world’s oil reserve was 
there, and that there was a_ socialist 
State growing up in the Middle East 
which contained within it some of the 
finest creative impulses that mankind had 


-ever seen. 


Great Social Experiment 


He went on: “ So far as the Executive 
is concerned in relation to the State of 
Israel, here is the beacon light in the 
Middle East. Here, ‘on the edge of 
poverty, medievalism, and terrific exploi- 
tation, is a social experiment going on, 


_ the like of which we have not seen before. 


If it be right that we defend the spirit 
of socialism, if you desert our Jewish 
people in the Middle East, you are giving 
the greatest victory to reaction.” 

Mr. Watson said that, unfortunately, 
owing to circumstances beyond the con- 


trol of either party, the Labour Party 
leaders. had been unable to meet the. 


leaders of Mapai. 

He continued: ‘The policy of this 
Labour movement: is to seek a defensive 
pact with Israel just as with ‘Iraq, 
Turkey, Pakistan, and Persia. If you are 
going to defend socialism you cannot 
use balloons whenthe other man has 
tanks and guns. I hope it goes from this 
conference that we, as believers in the 
Labour movement, let it be known to the 
people of Israel that the British Labour 
movement is behind them in their 
building and their socialism.” 

Mr. lan Mikardo, M.P., was re-elected 
a member of the Executive on Tuesday. 
He received 770,000 votes. Topping the 
list of the unsuccessful candidates was 
Mr. S. Silverman, M.P., who received 
252,000 votes.

st. JOHN’S WOOD 


Plan to be Developed in 
Stages 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Details of the proposed new syna- 
gogue in St. John’s Wood, N.W.8, 
which it 1s esumated will cost £250,000, 
have been published in a brochure 
issued to members of the congregation. 

The project, for which planning 
permission has already been granted, will 
comprise a synagoguc, communal hall, 
classrooms, offices, and residences. 

The site (a few minutes trom the exist- 
ing synagogue in Abbey Road), between 
Loudoun Road and Grove End Gardens, 
has been purchased at a cost of £30,000. 


The United Synagogue ts to advance a 


third of the cost of the scheme—t£85 000 
—and the local community, which has 
£40,000 in the Building Fund, will have 
to raise a further £125,000. 

The first buildings to be erected will 
house the communal: hall, classrooms, 
and offices. and the site will be developed 
as funds become available. Accommo- 
dation in the new synagogue, which will 
have-the Almemar in the centre, will be 
provided for 900 men and 600 women. 


Access to the new building, which will 
be set back from the road, will be by 
a private motor road running along the 
whole frontage and entry to the syna- 
gogue and hall will be through a paved 
courtyard, part of which will be covered. 
The communal hall will seat 500 persons 
and will be equipped with a kitchen. 

A feature of the building will be the 
entrance hall, which will be common to 
the synagogue and communal] hall. The 
wall'of the foyer facing the courtyard 
will be almost completely of glass—the 
foyer will have a mezzanine floor. There 
will be nine classrooms on the first floor, 
two of which can be used as a children’s 
synagogue 


SCIENCE’S DEBT TO 
EINSTEIN 


Contribution to Nuclear 
Energy

“The Contribution of Erstein to 
science "’ was the subyect of a talk 
given by Professor S. Tolansky, F_R.S.. 
to the Maccabeans, at 33 Seymour 
Place, W 1, recently. 

[he speaker, who 20 — years ago 
attended a course of given by 
Einstein at Berlin University, ranked him, 
along with Galileo and Newton. among 
ihe three greatest names in the physical 
sciences. Einstein's theories, said Pro 
fessor Tolansky, though revolutionary in 
their impact on modern physics. did not 
reyect the validity of Newlorvan learning, 
but rather eliminated the detects and 
INCONSISLENCIES ignored by other 
SCIENLSTS, 

Thus, with Newtonian physics. left as 
the first approximation, a new compre- 
hensive theory of inter-relation between 
mass and matter was cvolved by Einstein 


at the early age of 25. Ten years later 
he was able to apply. his earlier dis- 
coveries to the study of gravity. 


The greatness of the man could he 
measured by the siniplicity. of exposition 
characteristic. of a true. ‘Scientist and 
teacher. The wide range of. his achieve- 
ment found recognition in the. fact that 
the Nobel Prize was awarded to him 
for theories other than those concerned 
with relativity. But for his work’ the 
exploitation of nuclear energy might have 
been delaved for two or three decades. 

Professor Tolansky was introduced by 
Sir Louis Gluckstem, President. of. the 
Maccabeans, who recalled that the. late 
Professor’ Einstein was an hon. member 
of the Society for 23. vears

** Inaccuracies”’

The so-called French intelligence 
report which Colonel Nasser claimed 
to have intercepted—it was said by the 
Egyptians to have listed British arms 
and aircraft supplied to Issael—is in 
fact an unofficial newsletter published 
by a group of journalists in France.

_ Besides Lapidot, the Israel Con- 
tinental Oil Company. which holds 
rights on the adjoining area in the 
west, will start drilling in the near 
future on its concession, and the com- 
bined data will give a clearer picture 
of the possibilities in the area. 

Of the 38 licences held at present, 
the greatest number cover the coastal 
plain which, according to experts, is 
one .of Israel's more promising areas.

American car, driven by a Jewish 
driver. It wasn’t that the driver was 
very bad; it’s simply that he wasn't 
very good.

At amy rate, we 
swung and swerved, dashed through 
road-blocks, showed our papers as the 
turrets of the armoured cars ogled us ; 
and there I was ai Bevingrad, still

Now let me say that Bevingrad was 
the area of the administrative build- 
ings surrounded by barbed wire and 
a variety of defences, where the 
civilian authority was concentrated 
during the Troubles.

Curfew | Call 


Deciding that Ud be safer at the 
Eden, I spent an interesting night, 
undisturbed except by the occasional 
fusitlades.

I'm quite sure—calling through a 
loudspeaker, “ Otzair!”’ or something 
of that sort. “ What's that?” I asked 
my Bulgarian chambermaid.. “ It says 
you stay in bed,” she answered. I 
gathered from the porter’s supple- 
mentary evidence that “ Otzair” 
meant, in fact, Curfew. 
Like a quick-change actor who has 
to “double,” I then went off in a 
military car and with an armed escort 
to see Sir Henry Gurney, the Chief 
Secretary. You must remember that 
these were days of confusion and 
bitterness, of hatreds intensified by 
vin’s coarse and insensitive policy, 


and of vendettas prolonged by reprisal 


and counter-reprisal. Innocent men 
were being murdered, and fingers 


rested lightly on triggers. On this 
particular day, Dov Gruner had been 
executed and the whole country was 
simmering beneath the curfew with the 
bursting bubbles of resentment. Sir 
Henry Gurney was courteous and 
unhappy : it was his duty to deal with 
terrorism, and his sad destiny in 
Malaya to fall a victim to terrorists. 
We spoke frarkly ; we disagreed ; we 
shook hands; and I left. 

As I was going down the stone steps, 
I heard footsteps clacking behind me. 
I looked round, and saw a young man 
in the plain-clothes uniform of the 
Palestine C.1.D—sports jacket, grey 
flannels, and brown shoes. I turned 
a corner, and still he followed me at 
about ten paces.

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RUSSIAN DRIVE FOR 
ARAB FAVOUR 


Press Flattery of Colonel 
Nasser 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Western diplomats in Moscow and 
Prague, like the envoys in Cairo, are 
watching with the utmost interest the 
new line-up between the Communist 
bloc and the Arab countries. At no 
time in the post-war period have the 
Russian press and radio given so much 
prominence to Middle East affairs as 
at present, and few foreign military 
dictators have had such favourable 


comments in the Soviet press as 
Colonel Nasser. 
The official organ of the Soviet 


Government, Izvestia, devoted nearly a 
column of its space to his recent speech 
and attempts to justify his arms deal with 
Czechoslovakia. This rare distinction was 
followed by favourable comments in most 
of the Soviet papers. Tass, the official 
Soviet news agency, reports almost daily 
the news from Cairo and other: Arab 
countries and quoted extensively from the 
official organs of the Arab press. The 
uimost emphasis 1s being laid on Egypt's 
right to buy arms from Communist 
countries. 

At the same time Soviet newspapers 
report most meticulously ‘the various 
meetings of, Russian diplomatic repre- 
sentatives with Cabinet members of the 
Arab States, thus demonstrating to their 
readers not only the increased Russian 
diplomatic activity in the Middle East but 
its rapidly growing influence. Simultane- 
ously Russian political commentators 
have started to dwell at great length on 
the new upsurge of feeling in Arab 
couninies for “ complete independence ” 
from. capitalist interference. PrRavDa.a 
few days ago gave prominence to the 
claim that the initiative in the Middle East 
is now with the U.S.S.R., an opinion, it 
Stated, that is being expressed in foreign 
countries, especially in the United States. 
The paper quoted at length from an 
article in HARPER'S MaAGazine, which, 
commeniing on the “ defeat of American 
foreign policy,” concluded that at the 
present moment the initiative is “ with 
the Soviet Union.” 

Visits to Prague 

While Moscow continues to rejoice 
over the results of its unexpected and 
most skilful manceuvre in the Middle 
East, the Communist régime in Prague 
is hurriedly putting into effect the new 
political alignment betwéen the Com- 
munists and the Arab States. The Egyptian 
Under-Secretary for War, Major-General 
Hassan Ragab, was given a very warm 
welcome on his arrival in the Czech 
capital to arrange for the transport of 
arms to Egypt. He is now reported to 
be touring the Czechoslovak industrial 
areas and discussing the details of the 
arms delivery with Government officials. 
He is expected to remain in Czecho- 


Slovakia for about a month, supervising 


deliveries. At the same time the Sudanese 
Minister of Trade, Ibrahim Mufti, also 
arrived in the Czech capital. 

While much is being written in the 
Ozechoslovak and other Communist papers 
on friendship with the Arabs, especially 
with Egypt, no details have so far been 
divulged of the extent of the order Egypt 
has placed with Czechoslovak armament 
factories. Western diplomats are inchned 
to believe that the initial order does not 
come to more than £2,000,000 and that 
it may take several months, perhaps a 
year, before all deliveries are made. It 
is agreed that the Communists will do 
everything to expedite delivery and 
sengnen their position in the Middle 
“ast. 


UNITED NATIONS DAY

U.S.A. Proposal to Icem

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Francis Walter, the Chairman 
of the U.S.A. House of Representa- 
tives’ Sub-Committee on Immigration 
and American representative on the 
Intergovernmental Committee for 
European Migration (Icem), this week 
visited Israel. 


When the Intergovernmental Commit- 
tee meets in Geneva on Monday next he 
will propose—and his proposal has the 
approval of President Eisenhower and 
Mr. Dulles—that North Africa should be 
recognised \as a country with an excess 
population from which people desire to 
emigrate for economic reasons. 

Such recognition would bring North 
African emigrants to Israel within the 
scope of the Committee’s activities, and 
would mean that fares would be paid by 
the Committee, saving Israel, which 
would otherwise have to pay for the 
transfer of 40,000 North Africans, about 
$350,000 this year. 

Congressman Walter has toured the 
settlements of North African immigrants 
and conferred with the Premier and Mr. 
Shragai, the head of the Jewish Agency's 
Immigration Department, who will attend 
the Geneva meeting.

THE BULL-FIGHT THAT 
NEVER WAS 


Organisers’ Permit Withdrawn

JERUSALEM 

Israelis will not be able to see a bull- 
fight in the Ramat Gan stadium, in 
spite of all efforts made by Kenfilm 
Enterprises (the “ Hill Twenty-four ” 
distributors) to bring over a Spanish 
troupe now touring Europe to present 
a Spanish fiesta, including a bull-fight. 


. They were to have brought with them 
30 bulls for the performance, which 
would afterwards have: been ritually 
slaughtered for consumption. Before the 
show could be presented the organisers 
had three major obstacles to overcome— 
to obtain visas for the troupe—and 
presumably for the bulls; a licence from 
the Censorship Board; and a permit from 
the Ramat Gan municipality. The first 
was readily forthcoming from _ the 
Foreign. Ministry, apparently anxious to 
promote Spanish-Israeli relations and as 
a quid pro quo in return for the hospi- 
tality accorded Israeli students who 
recently visited Spain. 

The second stipulation presented some 
difficulty, and the Censorship. Board 
finally passed the matter to the Commis- 
sioner for Tel Aviv, Ramat Gan, and 
district, who has statutory powers to 
give a decision in such matters. He 
agreed, with the proviso that proper safe- 
guards be provided to ensure public 
safety; that the bulls’ horns be covered 
so that toreadors would not be 
injured; and that no weapons be 


employed by the bull-fighters to harm the . 


bulls. 

Nevertheless there was a storm of pro- 
test. culminating in the intervention of 
the Chief Rabbi, Dr. I. Herzog, who sent 
a telegram to the Mayor of Ramat Gan 
urging him to reject the application for 
the performance at the stadium. since 
bull-fighting was against the moral teach- 
ings of Judaism. The final decision, how- 
ever, still lay with the Municipality. 
Meanwhile, the District Commissioner 
had second thoughts, and on Monday 
telephoned the organisers withdrawing the 
licence, stating that he had changed his 
mind in deference to public opinion.

Another detailed account of how Hitler 
met his death was given by Herman 
Kernau. a member of Hitler's bodyguard.

surrendered to the Canadians at the end 
of the war. He said that Hitler had 
ordered Linge never to allow his [Hitler's] 
body to fall into enemy hands. Kernau 
did not claim to have seen him die, but

the leadership of the European com- 
munities. But it had missed this oppor- 
tunity because of stagnation.” 
_ Before the conference ended last night 
it was decided to set up a smal] com- 
miitee composed of Dr. M. Melchior, the 
Chicf Rabbi of Denmark (representing 
the Scandinavian countries), Rabbi Pro- 
fessor A. Meher (France), and Rabbi Dr. 
L. Rothschild (Switzerland) to make 
preparations for the establishment of the 
proposed academy. 

Among the delegates were the Chief 


Rabbis of Sweden (Dr. K. Wilhelm), 
Denmark, and Luxembourg (Dr. C. 
Lehrman, who was ihe host). The con- 


ference was the third to be held since 
the Association was founded in July, 
1953. The previous meetings were also 
held in Luxembourg. 

The Association's aim is to create. a 
federation of Jewish spiritual leaders of 
various trends in Europe as one of the 
essential instruments to safeguard Jewish 
religious survival and to arrest the con- 
tinued decline of Jewish religious life. 

Headed by the 82-year-old Dr. Baeck. 
who was for many years before the war 
the President. of the Allgemeiner 
Deutscher Rabbiner. which united all but 
the extreme Orthodox rabbis in Ger- 
many, the leaders of the Association 
would like to see a similar body estab- 


lished on a European scale. While 
halachic’ problems. abd controversial! 
questions of ritual would be excluded 


from their deliberations. the initiators of 
the movement envisage that much good 
could come from a mutual exchange of 
expericnces and ideas. and from a regular 
review and assessment of common Jewish 
rcligious problems and needs. 


Preserving Unity 

This conception, which originated from. 
Dr. Baeck. finds especial support from 
those rabbis who are now leading what 
is called here in German (which was 
both the official and private language of 
the conference) Einheit Gemeinden, that 
is unified communities (such as exist in 
Sweden, Denmark, and Luxembourg and 
some kehillot in Lorraine and Switzer- 
land) which are not split by the rift 
beiween traditional Orthodoxy and the 


more modern brand of progressive 
Judaism. 
So far. however. the Association, 


almost all of whose members are either 
of German origin or who minister to 
communities where German is the alter- 
nate language, is dominated by rabbis 
associated with Progressive (Liberal or 
Reform) Judaism. And although some 
of the participants regard themselves as

Claims Against Germany has allocated 
more than $745,000 this year for the 
care of Jewish children and youths 
who were victims of Nazism.

rpose was $617,696; next year’s alloca- 
tion is expected to total $805,000. The 
additional sum is required for increased 
subsidies for the expansion, repair, and 
equipment of children’s and youth homes, 
especially in France and Germany. 

With the aid of these funds more than 
1,800 beneficiaries living mainly in 
former Nazi-occupied territories are 
receiving institutional care in_a Jewish 
atmosphere. The majority—920—are in 
France, while there are 220 young people 
in Yugoslavia receiving aid, 175 in Ger- 
many, 90 in Belgium, 80 in Italy, and 
4? in Austria. In addition, there are 102 
beneficiaries in Brazil, 60 in Uruguay, 
and 90 in Australia. 


Holiday Grants 


Conference funds helped 4,000 under- 
privileged children in Austria, Belgium, 
France, and Sweden to have a summer 
holiday this year. The American Joint 
Distribution Committee, as well as 
Jewish communal and welfare agencies in 
the countries concerned, are sharing the 
cost of many of the youth and children’s 
programmes. 

The Conference’s youth allocation to 
Australia totalled $20,000, of which 
$14.297 went towards the $24,165 
expended by the Jewish Welfare Societies 
of Australia on behalf of 90 refugee 
The majority of these children 
are boarded in private homes, but a day 
nursery for 14 young children is also 
maintained, 

One-third of the $745,000 allocated by 
the Conference is being used for the 
establishment, enlargement, equipment, 
or renovation of homes for children and~ 
youth, and of kindergartens. Conference

FRENCH JEWRY’S SCHEME

PARIS 

A series of constructive proposals 
for sweeping changes in the affairs of 
the Jewish Claims Conference have, 
it is learned, been submitted to that 
body’s Executive Committeé in New 
York on behalf of French Jewry by 
the Fonds Social Juif Unifié and the 
Conseil Représentatif des Juifs de 
France. 


It was suggested that the Claims Con- 
ference should abandon ‘its present 
system of strictly annual planning in 
favour of an all-embracing programme 
established on a given set of principles 
and extending over a period of. three, 
four, or five years. 

The distribution of German reparations 
has strong element of chance, 
“reminiscent of a lottery.” What is 
needed, say French Jewish leaders, is a 
well-thought-out project of social and 
cultural reconstruction for war-stricken 
Jewish communities, institutions,. anc 
individuals on a long-term basis. 

Attention is drawn to a characteristic 
absurdity—the rule whereby money ear- 
marked for a given year must be. spent 
in the stipulated twelve-mon'h period or 
be forfeited by the beneficiary. If, for 
instance, funds are allocated for the 
purchase of premises, the transaction has 
to be completed before the year is out,

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THE DRIFT TO THE SUBURBS 


From MONTY JACOBS 


(The JewtsH CHRONICLE Correspondent in New Yori) 


UITE apart from the natural 
beauties of its 233 square 

miles, Bergen County, in 

New Jersey, is statistically interest- 
ing. In 1930 its total population of 
150.000 included abeut 2,000 Jews ; 
today its total population is 500,000 
and the Jewish residents number 
about 30,000. Two things are 
responsible for the rapid increase 
in Bergen County’s population 
—industrial development and 
suburbanitis.” 
The County’s pleasantly situated 
little towns, all linked by good roads 
and transport facilities to New 
York (just across the River Hudson), 
Newark, and other big cities in the 
area, have become havens of refuge 
for those wearied of the metropolis 
and its apartment dwelling. Bergen 
County is one of those areas whose 
growing population of former big-city 
dwellers has caused Jewish communal 


authorities—in addition to general 


civic agencies and other interested 
parties—to give a considerable amount 
of thought to “suburbanitis” and 
what it may mean in the light of com- 
munal services and development. 


Communities’ Concern 


The Council of Jewish Federations - 
and Welfare Funds has some evidence — 


that there is considerable concern in 
the. established Jewish communities 
over the movement to the suburbs of 
substantial portions of their popula- 
tion. Some communities have under- 
taken surveys of the number of people 
who have moved to the suburbs, with 


a view to assisting them tn their social 


planning. 

The Jew.sh Federation. of Buffalo 
(New York State), for example, seeing 
a large concentrated’ Jewish area 
literally melt away to the city’s out- 
skirts, undertook a survey which pro- 
duced some interesting facts. Buffalo 
has a Jewish population of 20,000. 
which, numerically, has remained 
fairly consistent in the past three 
decades. But it has moved. In 1922 
over 70 per cent lived in a closely 
integrated area near the middle of the 
town. Six years later barely 40 per 
cent lived in that district, and by 1954 
there were hardly any Jews left in 


that neighbourhood. The bulk of the . 


shift was towards a suburban section 
four miles north of the centre. The 
survey showed that 1,400 families— 
more than 20 per cent of the town’s 
Jewish population—lived in a district 
eight miles ‘wide and several miles 
deep. Although in some parts there 


were pockets of settlement, the survey 


found that there was no Jewish area 


-as such. These suburban. families 


were found to be basically a young 
group, | 

Morris. Zelditch, the. Director 
of Social] Planning of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds. summarised common suburban 
factors as follows: | 


Young Parents 


(1) Jewish families in the suburbs 
are younger and have more children 
than those in the city. They consist 
largely of voung parents who have 
moved to the suburbs to obtain better 
schooling for their children, better 
social Opportunities, additional recrea- 
tional facilities for their children. and 
more space and a “green belt” for 
themselves ; 


(2) The suburban influx is largely 
from the middle income group. In 
some cases the economic level of 
families in the suburban community 
tends to be fairly equal ; 


(3) The distribution of the Jewish 
population is usually over a broad 
geographic area. Although there are 
occasional instances in which non- 
Jewish families are reported to be 
moving away from densely populated 
Jewish areas, by and large the spread 
of Jewish families tends to be general ; 

(4) These suburban dwellers tend to 
live in one-family houses (which they 
own), surrounded by a plot of land, 
with a lawn and some trees ; 

(5) Along with the movement of 
younger families to the suburbs, there 


has been a tendency on the par of 
older families, either ch 
whose children have grown up. tg 
remain in the city.

This movement, beginning with a 
housing boom just after the Second 
World War, ‘has ‘resulted some 
towns, formerly without Jews. finding 
themselves suddenly with 300 or 4 
Jewish families. There is a Classic 
example across the river from Map- 
hattan. A 1,000-famil) building 
project went up, and as soon as the 
builders and painters left the thousand 
families moved in; about 30 per cent 
of them were Jewish. many of them 
from the crowded, nois\ areas of 
Brooklyn, Manhattan. and the Bronx, 

Fair Lawn, a few miles away, and 
also inside Bergen County, is another 
example. In 1940 there were fewer 
than 200 Jews in the town’s total 
population of 17,000. Today the 


town has 35.000 inhabitants. of whom ° 


between 5,000 and 7.000 are Jews. 


“The influx of Jewish families is so 


fast that we can't keep track of them,” 
said Mr. Samuel J. Rosenthal. the 
Executive Director of the Fair Lawn 
Jewish Centre. 


Settlers from New York 


Fair Lawn began to be a. suburb 
for Jewish families from Patterson, a 
near-by large city, a few vears ago, 
but now many of the newcomers are 
former residents of New York. “The 
biggest percentage comes from New 
York,” said Mr. Rosentha). He him- 
self recently moved into a new estate 
where there are 65 houses. 57 of them 
bought by young Jewish families, 

We drove through one new resi 
dential district of this little town, and, 
pointing to street after street, Mr. 
Rosenthal ,said that almost. every 


home, trim and new. was occupied by 


Jewish families. Fhey range in price 
from $20,000 to $45.000. He said 
there were cases of Jews who had 
driven out to Fair Lawn. and had 
frankly inquired of builders or ther 
agents where. Jewish: peopie were 
living, so that they, too. might look 
for homes in the same neighbourhood. 
‘In Teaneck, another of the Bergen 
County towns that has blossomed into

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AFRICAN IMMIGRATION TO FRANCE 


FROM OUR OWN 


PARIS 

HE flow of Jewish immigra- 

tion into France from North 
| Africa has steadily risen in 
the past few months, and is begin- 
ning to assume the proportions of 
a major refugee problem. Already 
the Fonds Social Juif Unifié, French 
Jewry’s central fund-raising and 
distributing agency, devotes a 
quarter of its total budget to relief 
for the North African Jewish new- 
comers, and is bracing itself for 
greater efforts. But the point may 
soon be reached—some responsible 
communal leaders think it has been 
attained here and now—where 


assistance from the French 
authorities and from international 
Jewish organisations becomes 
indispensable. 


Welfare Bodies’ Aid 

No precise statistics on the current 
North African Jewish influx into 
France are available, since the 
immigrés are free to enter the country 
without visas and are arriving “ under 
their own steam.” It is, however, 
possible to gauge the rate if not the 
volume of the inflow from the num- 
ber of new cases dealt with by Parisian 
Jewish welfare bodies. Thus, three 
times as many North African Jewish 
families’ applied for’ help to the 
Comité Israéite de  Buienfaisance 
(lewish Philanthropic Committee) here 
in the first nine. months of this year, 
compared with the same period last 
vear.. While only 90 new immigrés 
registered with the Comité last 


January, the figure—it has been going - 
up all the 


time—exceeded the 200 
mark in September. 
For every one Jew from Morocc 

there have been two from Algeria, 
and three from Tunisia. Only a 
minority otf Jews in Morocco enjoy- 
ing the privilege of French citizenship, 
can gain adm.ssion to France. On 
the other hand, the gates are wide 
open to Algerian Jews, who are all 


- French citizens, and to Tunisian Jews, 


who, even if they are not. French, 
have the right of entry. According 
to the detailed case histories of the 
Comité. it is primarily economic hard- 
ship and, to a lesser extent, political 
insecurity which impel these Jews to 
abandon their old homes and seek 
their fortune in France. Many of 
them, after selling up their posses- 
sions, have barely enough money to 
pay their fares and are destitute when 
Others have sufficient 
funds to subsist for a few weeks. The 
newcomers are for the most part eager 
and fit for work, and are proving 
themselves highly adaptable ; but their 
great difficulty is to find suitable living 
quarters. 


Typical Case Histories 


Here, in summary, are a_ few 
typical case-histories which are more 
revealing, perhaps, than any number 
of high-level political and economic 
disquisitions on the situation of 
Tunisian and Algerian Jews. Mrs. A.., 
a widow with six children, turned out 
of her Tunis home by a Moslem land- 
lord. arrived penniless in Paris. Her 
four youngest children have been 
Placed in a public paupers’ institution. 

he two eldest boys have found jobs, 
One 4s an apprentice welder, the other 
as 4 shop errand boy, and she occupies 
with them:a single hotel room at 900 
francs (about 18s.) a night. The family 
can be reunited only if and when they 
come into a few hundred thousand 
francs (several hundred pounds) to pay 
key-money for the most modest of 
unturnished rooms. 

Mr. B., a printer, who left Oran, 
Algeria, because he fears an eruption 
of the smouldering Arab hatred, found 
Work here just as he was running out 
of money. He is now lodging in. a 
Poor man’s shelter, but, even so, finds 
that his wages are being frittered away 
by his living apart from his wife and 
children, who are still in Oran, and 


has applied for a money grant to 
ring them over, although he has 
ae to accommodate’ them.

a divorcee with five chil- 
have been farmed out 
institutions, was a shop 
sistant in Tunis, but had to throw

up her job because she was unable.

Some North African Jewish families 
are under canvas in a camp set up by 
Abbé Pierre, the Catholic champion 
of the homeless, on the banks of ‘the 
Seine in the heart of Paris. Others 
have installed themselves in decrepit 
caravans standing in waste ground on 
the city outskirts. One man acquired 
a trailer for 25,000 francs (about £25), 
in which his small children are bedded, 
while the adults sleep on the ground. 


The annual  100,000.000 francs 
(about £100,000) allocated by the 
Fonds Social Juif Unifié for the 


benefit of the Moghreb newcomers, 
is spent on a relief roll for an average 
of 350 families; maintenance of 250 
children in Jewish boarding institu- 
tions ; a club, called Merkaz de Mont- 
martre, for 200 children: summer 
holidays for 1,000 children in Jewish 
camps; loans and money grants for 
home-making and other purposes. 
The “Youth Community.” which is 
attached to the Central Consistory— 
the supreme religious body of French 
Jewry—and which is by an 
itinerant rabbi who is trving to revive 
Judaism among the young in the 
long-neglected provinces, has decided 


to appoint a North African rabbi to 
minister to the spiritual needs of his 
youthful compatriots here. New 
vocational courses, specially designed 
for North African Jews, have been 


started up in this country by Ort, 


which is also providing a special 
advisory service. 
The most pressing need, however, 


is for proper reception centres to 


which .all Jews arriving from North 
Africa could gravitate, although it is 
feared that if too many facilities are 
laid on, the stream of immigration 
will turn into a torrent, At present, an 
unknown but large number of Jews are 
turning to non-Jewish welfare organi- 
sations for aid. The immigrés are 
on the whole attached to Jewish tradi- 
tions, and if properly taken care of 
may give the community here an 
invaluable transfusion of new Jewish 
blood. But if left to their own 
devices. thinly scattered as they are 
in the Christian slums, they may soon 
merge with their neighbours, and, as 
it were, vanish. Unlike the pre-war 
Yiddish-speaking immigrés — from 
Eastern Europe, the Moghreb Jews 
here do not tend to form strong clans 
perpetuating their home-bred culture, 
but assimilate with astonishing 
rapidity. |

“HERZLIA’S” FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY 
School That Helped to Shape Israel

The Herzlia Gymnasium, the first 
Hebrew secondary school to be opened 
anywhere in the world, began in a small 
building, with 17 boys and girls, among 
them Moshe Shareit (then Shertok), 
destined to become Israel's Prime Minis- 
ter. The founders were Dr. and Mrs. 
Mathman Cohen, who, together with Mr. 
Moshenson, comprised the original staff. 

The school expanded rapidly and_ by 
1911 it had its own premises in what is 
now Tel Aviv. Its erection and equip- 
ment were made possible by an initial 
donation from Alderman Jacob Moser, 
of Bradford, who, until ‘his 
continued to give substanuial.annual gifts 
towards its upkeep. — It was supported 
also by Russian and Polish Jews, some of 
whom sent their children to be educated 
there, and, in fact, when the First World 
War broke out 300 Russian children were 
left stranded in the school, unable to 
communicate with their parents. The 
name “ Herzlia,”"" in memory of Theodor 
‘Herzl, was a Stipulation laid down by 
Ald. Moser. 

The school, from the beginning, was 
of the grammar type, and is curriculum 
comprised the normal grammar’ school 
subjects, in addition to , Bible study, 
Talmud, Homiletics, and Hebrew hitera- 
ture. The language of tuition was 
Hebrew. By 1913 the school had 
developed into four preparatory classes 
and eight secondary. And in that year 
the original 17 pupils, plus another six 
who had joined later, -became its first 
graduates and were awarded the first 
Hebrew diplomas in the world. 

The school was opened when Palestine 
was under Turkish rule, and it was 
immediately recognised by the local 
Ottoman authorities and by the Ministry 
of Education in Constantinople, which 
meant that the school-leaving diplomas 
entitled holders to enter Turkish and 
other European universities, as well as 
American ones.

later, when the 
Department of Edu-' 
cation established 
the Board of Higher 
Siudies headed by 
the then Principal 
of St. George’s 
School, Jerusalem.

Today the school has 900 pupils (at 
one time it had 1,400), divided-into six 
preparatory classes and six secondary 
classes. It is run something on the lines 
of the London County Council-planned 
multilateral schools, The aim is to pro- 
vide Hebrew and general education with- 
out too much. specialisation. 

The school began and has continued 
. completely co-educational in. all 
classes for all subjects, except physical 
training and’ sport 

The new building is on a site at the 
back of the imposing new. premises of 
the Histadrut (popularly known as. the 
“Kremlin ’’) in the north of Tel Aviv. 
Here it is planned to put up a secondary 
schoo! only, consisting of 30 classrooms 
and all other amenities, at a cost of not 
less than £1,000,000, most.of which it 
is expected to raise from old graduates 
of the’ school. The Tel Aviv. muni- 
cipality has undertaken to erect near by 
a building for a primary school. 

The Herzlia Gymnasium has made an 
enormous .contribution to the develop- 
ment, first of the Yishuv, and then of 
the State. It set the pattern for Hebrew 
secondary schools. The present two 
headmastets—Dr.° Baruch Ben Yehuda 
and Dr. Karmi Freide—are both old 
pupils. Apart from Mr. Sharett, old 
Herzlia boys are now filling such posts 
as President of the Supreme Court. of 
Justice, Commanders of the Navy and 
Air Force, and Directors-General of the 
Ministries of Education, and of Trade 
and Industry. It has ahogether “ turned 
out,” so far, over 2,000 boys and girls 
who have penetrated into all spheres of 
activity and who have helped to shape 
the putiern of the State of Israel.

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OOD FOR THOUGHT 
FOLLOWING close on the heels of the news 
that Egypt was to receive arms from Czecho- 
slovakia have come reports of promises of 
economic aid from the Soviet Union. By a 
master-stroke of strategy the Russians have 
upset all preconceived ideas of their methods 
and, it would seem, have delivered a most 
dangerous threat to one of the basic concepts 
of British Imperial policy. For at least 100 
years (ever since the Crimeanht War) it has 
been a cardinal principle of British (and 
French) policy to keep the Russians out of 
the Mediterranean and away from the 
Persian Gulf. Now, before British troops 
have had time, in accordance with the Anglo- 


Egyptian Treaty, to withdraw from the Canal 


Zone, and by entirely legitimate means, 
Russia has virtually gained a foothold in 
Egypt and thus outflanked the carefully laid 
plans for the so-called Northern tier of 
defence (consisting of Turkey, Iraq, Persia, 
and Pakistan) which was intended to act as 
a kind of cordon sanitaire to keep Com- 
munism out of the Middle East. 

The dangers inherent in the new situation 
which has developed with extraordinary 
- rapidity are very real and will provide food 
for thought for all who are concerned to pre- 
serve peace in the Middle East. The most 
obvious danger of the situation is that it may 
lead to a violent arms race in which the Soviet 
bloc will be pouring arms into Egypt and its 
ally Saudi Arabia while the Western Powers 
will be arming the other States, though there 


is also the risk that the various Arab States » 


themselves will play off one side against the 


other and receive arms from both. Nor, | 


apparently, is it excluded that Israel, too, may 
be tempted to accept arms from the Com- 
munist States which would take much of the 
sting out of Egypt's temporary triumph, but 
would greatly increase the threat to 
Western interests. In such circumstances 
it is not difficult to imagine an inci- 
dent arising leading to a situation similar 
to that in Korea which precipitated the 
war in 1950. And who can say whether 
the place of Korea in such a dilemma might 
not be taken by Israel, the most exposed 
country of all? 
not result other dangers are discernible, the 
most obvious of which is that Soviet penetra- 
tion into Egypt immediately opens the way 
for the full tide of Communist propaganda 
and for political intrigue, of the kind which 
~ was so successful in Czechoslovakia, which 
might lead to the establishment of a Com- 
_ munist régime, In the state of political insta- 


bility which characterises the present situation | 


in Egypt, it would be wishful thinking to 
imagine that the influence of Islam by itself 
would be sufficient to prevent the establish- 
‘ment of a Communist or near-Communist 
Government. If this should occur the road 
to further penetration is flung wide open to 
the Sudan, whence the last British troops have 
now been withdrawn, and eventually to 
practically the whole of Africa. In the 
economic field, too, the Russians stand to 
gain great prizes if their ambitions are not 
thwarted. Egypt's economic ties may be 
diverted from Western Europe and America 
and reorientated towards the Soviet bloc, and 
already there are signs that this is happening. 
In addition, if Saudi Arabia’s ramshackle 
Government can be brought within the 
Soviet sphere there is a danger that the vast 
Middle East oil reserves may be deflected 
from the West. 

The position of Israel in this rapidly 
changing scene is obviously disquieting. 
The Israeli Government no doubt will watch 
the situation with the utmost care. It is to 
be hoped that all possible steps will be taken 
to prevent panic decisions which may bring 
the promise of quick advantage but will result 
in ultimate retribution. The principal onus 
for dealing with this new situation must lie 
on the Great Powers.. No. doubt it- will be 
discussed in Geneva when the Foreign 
Ministers meet at the end of this month. The 
United States must recognise the extent of 
its responsibility for what has taken place. 
Influenced by American oil magnates, the 
State Department ever since the war has

prodded Great Britain into abandoning her 
strongholds in the Middle East. By encour- 
aging local nationalists and disseminating 
propagagnda denouncing what they call 
“ colonialism,” the Americans have actively 
helped to create a vacuum in the Middle East 
while doing nothing themselves to fill it with 


a stable political organism. SiR WINSTON 


CHURCHILL has again ‘reiterated that when 
Britain and America stand together they can 
overcome all difficulties, but when they fall 


apart disaster ensues. Now the two Powers 


much reach agreement on how they are to 
meet this new threat, and it is to be hoped 
that in formulating policy the British will 
show that leadership which of late has been 
sadly lacking. 


There would appear to be only two alterna- 
tives. On the one hand, Russia could 
be invited to join the Tripartite Pact safe- 
which would 
thereby give her a superb opportunity to 
influence policy in the Middle East but would 
have the supreme disadvantage that she could 
act as a Trojan horse in this area, infiltrating 
her policies under cover of friendship. Or, 
on the other hand, the Western Powers can 
declare their unqualified support for those 
countries which have shown themselves to 
be their true friends. This would entail 
bringing in Israel as a fully guaranteed 
member of the Northern tier of States, allied 
to N.A.T.O. and opposed to Communism, 
and giving this group full and unqualified 
support. The lesson of the present situation 
is one which should have been learned many 
years ago but which unfortunately neither 
the Foreign Office nor the State Department 
ever take to heart until circumstances force 
it upon them. Appeasement in the Middle 
East has failed as miserably as it has else- 
where. A new and constructive policy is 
urgently needed. 


WRITERS IN RUSSIA 


THERE will certainly be general support for — 
_ Jewish cultural organisations in the United 


States in their intervention with the Soviet 
Ambassador in Washington, seeking the 
release of Jewish writers and artists 
imprisoned in Russia. Their number has 
never been fuily established. A list, recently 
prepared by the Jewish Labour Committee ot 
New York, gave the names of 68 prominent 
Yiddish Russian writers and artists whose 
fate remains unknown. The MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN last month published a disquieting 
report to the effect that as late as last August 
the Russian police carried out arrests among 
Moscow Jews found in possession of Jewish 
This was taken as an ominous 
indication that Yiddish books were still 
regarded as illegal literature and those in pos- 
session as offenders against the law. The 


Soviet authorities have neither confirmed nor — 


denied these reports. Nor have they yet 
agreed to disclose the whereabouts of the 
Jewish writers. The only reaction on their 


part was a verbal invitation by the Russian — 


Ambassador to the United States, Mr. 
ZARUBIN, to the Jewish Labour Committee, 
asking them to send a delegation to Moscow, 
an invitation which has so far not yet been 
confirmed, 


At the same time there have been reports 


from Moscow that at least two well-known . 


Yiddish poets, arrested immediately after the 
end of the war, MOSHE BRODERSON and S. H. 
HALKIN, have been released. Their release 
coincided with Yiddish theatre performances 
and concerts in Moscow, Kiev, and several 
other Russian cities with large Jewish popu- 
lations, During the recent Holy-days, as 
reported in our columns, the synagogues in 
Moscow and Leningrad were packed with 
worshippers, signs that, despite the unknown 
fate of large numbers of leading Yiddish 
writers, there has also occurred at least a 
slight thaw in the cold war in regard to Jews. 
It is, therefore, only natural that Jewish 
organisations abroad should be encouraged 
to seek further proof of Russia's adherence to 
the Geneva spirit by appealing to the Russian 
authorities to release the Jewish. writers, 
whose sole crime appears to have been their 
courageous endeavour to maintain the cul- 
tural values of their own people in a manner 
freely permitted to other national minorities 
in the U.S.S.R. Thousands of German 
prisoners of war, including some war 
criminals, are now being freed. The release of 
innocent Jewish writers would be an act of 
even greater humanity and would convince 
the outside world of Russia’s sincerity and 
belief in the principles of co-existence which 
her leaders so frequently proclaim. 


TOLERANCE 

THE morrow of Simchat Torah, the 
Festival of our Rejoicing in the Law, was 
indeed ‘a happy occasion for the delivery 
of the Second Robert Waley Cohen 
Memorial Lecture, by Professor ARTHUR L. 
Goopuart, on “Tolerance and the Law.” 


This lecture was given before a distinguished 


gathering in the stately precincts of the 
Middle Temple Hall, and was graced by the 
presence in the chair of the LogD CHANCEL- 
Lor. The lecturer was a worthy exponent 
of his theme, being a Jew who has gained 
international renown as a master of Jjuris- 
prudence, and the eulogy paid to him by 
the LorD CHANCELLOR did him deserved 
honour. Not only has he made an out- 
standing contribution to legal study and 
practice, but he is known throughout the 
English-speaking world as a humanist who 
is concerned to promote the deeper moral 
purposes of the law. His association of 
jurisprudence and ethics conforms with age-_ 
long Jewish tradition. Among his notable 
published works is “Five Jewish Lawyers 
of the Common Law,” which gives a fine 
exposition of the splendid Jewish contribution 
to Anglo-American law. The theme of his 
lecture this week was well designed to further 
the splendid work of the Council of Christians 
and Jews, under whose auspices it was given. 
For the Council ‘exists to promote these 
objects: “To combat all forms of religious 
and racial intolerance ; to promote mutual 
understanding and good will between 
Christians and Jews, and to foster co-opera- 
tion in educational activities and in social 
and community service.” The Council has 
recently published a booklet entitled “ Where 
Two Faiths Meet: The Possibilities and 
Limitations of Co-operation between Chris- 
tians and Jews,” which has been written by 
its indefatigable Secretary, the Rev. WILLIAM 
W. SIMPSON, to whom the gratifying success 
of its work is largely due. This deserves to 
be read by all who are interested in giving 
practical realisation to the great ideal of 
tolerance. 


FINANCING EDUCATION 


IN our last issue we printed a communi- 
cated report concerning a communal confer- 
ence that took place last week on. Jewish 
religious education in the Metropolis. This 
report will have been read with much 
Satisfaction by all who realise the urgent 
importance of this matter. The conference 
was convened by the CHIEF Rassi, who also 
presided over the gathering and received the 
warm thanks of all the participants for his. 
valued initiative and helpful guidance of the 
proceedings. It was the purpose of the 
conference to consider the financial predica- 
ment of the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education, which, on the basis of 
its present income, is faced with a deficit of 
£15,000 in the coming year. 
distressful, from a financial standpoint, is the 
fact that, because of the anticipated increase 
in its commitments—estimated to result in a 
total annual expenditure of £100,000—this 
deficit threatens to rise to £25,000 in sub- 
sequent years. Such is the anxious situation 
that came under consideration by the repre- 
sentatives of the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education, the United Synagogue, 
the Federation of Synagogues, the London 
Board of Shechita, the Western Synagogue, 
the West End Great Synagogue, and the 
Commercial Road Talmud Torah. It must 
therefore be with considerable relief that the 
public will have learned that these represen- 
tatives pledged the full support of their 
respective organisations for all measures 


necessary to increase the Board’s income. 


In particular they undertook specifically to 
uphold the vital principle of communal taxa- 
tion for religious education, which consti- 
tutes the financial basis of the Board’s work. 
These decisions are the more satisfactory 
because they were supplemented by state- 
ments made on behalf of the United Syna- 
gogue, the Federation of Synagogues, and 
other bodies concerned, which indicate that 
increased sums will be available for the 
Board in 1956. Moreover, a sub-committee 
was appointed to consider further practical 
measures for implementing the Board’s 
revenue in addition to the income accruing 
from these increased contributions. The 
spirit of good will and co-operation mani- 
fested at this conference augurs well for 
complete success in solving the financial 
problems which beset the effective adminis- 
tration of this sacred work of religious 
education.

About Books

handful of Danish Nazi sympathisers. | 

Circumstances were favourable to successfyj 
rescue plans, because, across the narrow straits, 
safety could be reached in neutral Sweden. But 
to make use of these favourable conditions. men 
and women dedicated to the cause were needed. 
From a farm near Humleback the work started. 
“We had to load the big truck. with people as 
if they were cattle or sacks of produce. We 


‘lifted them up and hauled them, al! of them, 


aged women and babies across the high back- 
board and placed them crouching or flat on 
the bottom of the truck, one on top of the 
other, so that no one was visible above the 
sides of the truck.” And so to the beach and 
the waiting boats. “Nobody who has not 
attended an embarkation of that kind will be 
able to imagine the feelings that overcome those 
who are left behind and see the heavily loaded 
ship sailing off towards safety and freedom.” 

Those words carry conviction, and one can 
imagine that for men like Mr. Bertelsen no 
earthly reward can bring just the feeling of . 
happiness experienced on that dark October 
night. 


Work of Rescue 


Once started, the work of rescuc proceeded 
on an ever-increasing scale. Larger transports 
were organised and helpers of al! kinds were 
enlisted, fishermen, smugglers, seafaring men 
of all kind, some not unnaturally secking high | 
pay for their dangerous work. © Ihe biggest 
crossings were made jn a schooner belonging to 
a Mexican who normally carried granite for 
road ballast. “He soon realised that it was 
more profitable to ship Jews than stone—and 
here again he had no difficulty in assuming a 
businesslike viewpoint free of sentimental con- 
siderations. He charged 500 kroner per person 
with a discount on. cargoes of considerable 
size.” “Two hundred and: thirty Jews were 
brought to safety on each trip made by the 
Mexican and there were four crossings made. 

But offers of help were also received without 
any demand for payment. One of these came 
from a mechanic who had been given the job 
of repairing a German motor-boai. He sug 
gested it should be used to transport refugees, 
and arrangements were made, though never 
actually carried out. It would have given special 
satisfaction to the rescue group to use a German 
boat and German petrol to transport Jews to 
safety. 

It is right that the names of those who helped 


to rescue the 6,000 Danish Jews should be 


recorded and remembered with gratitude. They 
came from all classes. There was Professor 
Protraska, lecturer on ship construction, and 
there was Kjeldsen, the Copenhagen taxi-driver.

POLISH-JEWISH LIFE 
IN PICTURES 


A Thousand Years of Jewish Life in 
Poland. Edited by MicHet Borwicz. 


Paris: Centre 7 Etudes Historiques.

While the full and comprehensive 
account of thé life and work of Polish 
Jewry throughout tts thousand-years- 
old history m Poland has yet to be 
written, this publication attempts only 
to record the main events in pictures. 
lt is, in fact, a pictorial album, telling 
their history in a graphic and, at the 


same time, interesting manner, and is 


bound to appeal to a public which is 
becoming increasingly accustomed to 
study events in a televised manner. 
The book opens with illustrations 
of the first Polish coins, which, to the 
great annoyance of some of the later 
Polish historians, bore Hebrew inscrip- 
tions. | Minting of Polish coins was 
one of the earliest occupations of Jews 
in Poland, and the fact that the coins 


had Hebrew lettering made them 


acceptable also in countries outside 
Poland. 3 

There are some 4,000 pictures, each 
telling a different story dealing with 
a phase of Jewish life and activities. 
Scarcely a single important event in 
the history of Jewish life in Poland 


appears to have been omitted. There: 


is a particular wealth of illustrations 
recording Jewish participation. in 
Poland's struggle for independence 
under the Tsars, and a collection of 
pictures of the so-called “ fortified ” 
synagogues, the wooden and _ stone 
houses of prayer, which served for 
purposes of defence. There are also 
illustrations of gold. silver. and ivory 
ritual ornaments and jewellery. 


Gaon of Vilna 


The pictures of Jewish leaders and 
institations are a valuable feature. The 
reader can get acquainted with the 
Gaon of Vilma, as. well as with 
the leaders of the latter-day rabbinic 
dynasties, such as the Rabbi of Ger, 
Sadigura, and many others who 
dominated Jewish Orthodox life in 
Poland for centuries. These are fol- 
lowed by photos of. Jewish writers, 
from the pioneers of the Haskalah 
movement down to the editors and 
members of the staff of the leading 
Hebrew and Yiddish dailies in War- 
saw, Vilna, and other Polish towns, 


Special attention has also been paid 


to the social aspects of Jewish life in 


. Poland in trade, commerce, agricul- 


ture, and crafts. An unusual feature 
is the pages illustrating the ancient 
tombstones in Cracow, Vilna, Lublin, 
and other famous communities. The 
compilation of this publication has 
taken several years, and its editor, who 
is himself a Polish Jew, deserves warm 
recognition for his devoted labours. 
The publication is also a_ tribute 
io the Association of Polish Jews in 
France, to the “Joint.” the Jewish 
Labour Committee in America, and 
the Cultural Department of the World 
Jewish ‘Congress, who have all! 
co-operated in this project. 

An additional outstanding feature 
of this publication is the fact that the 
captions and titles, as well as a brief 
historical narrative introducing the 
history, are given in six languages, 
Hebrew, Yiddish, English. Polish, 
French, and Spanish. This should 
make it accessible to readers in- all 
those countries in which Polish Jews 
have settled either before or since the 
Second. World War, and should also 
make it a useful source for the study 
of the history of Polish Jews by the 
younger generation no _ longer 
acquainted with the language used by 
their forefathers. 

At the same time the publication 
suffers from a number of serious 
shortcomings. The _ photographs, 
some of them rare museum pieces, 


have been arranged in a somewhat - 


ha phazard manner, and their reproduc- 
lion Is frequently poor. Whole pages 
Of interesting illustrations are. practi- 
cally unrecognisable. No less grave a 
shortcoming is the faulty translation 
from Yiddish into English: some 
Passages have been rendered meaning- 
less. It is indeed to be regretted that 
this first and otherwise successful 
allempt to present a pictorial history 
of a great Jewish community should 
have been marred by these faults. As 
‘his is a limited publication, perhaps 
the editor could rectify them in future

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JUDAISM 


| IDESPREAD publicity has 
been given recently to the 


question of faith-healing. 
Opinions have been pronounced in 
popular and learned journals, while 
debates have followed over radio 
and television on the efficacy and 
value of this method of treatment. 

As the term faith-healing jmplies, 
the problem is one both for the reli- 
gious school of thought and the medi- 
cal profession. Councils representing 
both vocations have set up committees 
to investigate the question jin the light 
of their experience, Since the theology 
of the Church lays great emphasis on 
the healing power of its faith, the 
question has naturally proved more 
significant to the Gentiles than to 
Jews. However, as Jews have been 
associated with medicine throughout 
history, they have ‘a special interest in 
the debate. The Jewish attitude 
towards faith-healing is. then, worth 
considering. 

There are numerous references scat- 
tered throughout Scripture to the 
sufferings and diseases of various indi- 
viduals. but the treatment and cure 
are usually stated to have been of a 
miraculous nature, in which instances 
the Divine Healing power is essen- 
tially the active force and the sufferer 
the passive recipient. This could 
hardly be classified as coming within 
the category of faith-healing as it is 
understood today—namely, that the 
capacity of faith possessed by the 
sufferer in the Divine Power is 
the decisive factor in his recovery from 
physical or mental sickness. However. 
there is a significant passage in the

Scripture which appears to give some 
support to the idea of faith-healing. 
King Asa is rebuked during bis illness 
prior to his death for having consulted 
doctors rather than supplicating God 
(Il Chron. xvi, 12); but, as the com- 
mentators on the verse observe, this 
is not to be taken as a denunciation 
of doctors as such, but rather of the 
king's failing to seek God's co-opera- 
tron in his quest towards recovery. 
This typifies the Jewish attitude. 


Exclusion of Medical Treatment 


In its strictest sense, faith-healing 
excludes all human and rational forms 
of medical treatment. Such a radical 
view would be rejected by Judaism. 
which not only permits, but finds 
Biblical sanction enabling every sick 
person to utilise all avatiable treatment 
for his malady. Yet in actual fact, 
Jewish history records many who were 


- reluctant to seek medical aid lest it 


should appear a diminution of their 
faith and trust in God. Such a tower- 
ing personality as the Vilna Gaon was 
of this opimon. It is said he allowed 
a doctor to attend him when he was 
dying only in order to lessen the 
anguish of his relatives (Mekor 
Baruch, p. 1126, by Rabbi B. H. 
Epstein see also an illuminating inci- 
dent reflecting the Vilna Gaon’s atti- 
tude towards doctors jin the essay on 
“ Betachon” in Or Torah, ed. by 
Rabbi A. Z. Gurwicz, London, 1934). 
This does not mean that the Vilna 
Gaon supported .the idea of faith- 
healing in general, rather he reposed 
unbounded confidence in God, finding 
medical aids redundant in his own life. 

But, like many extreme trends of 


thought which have penetrated Jewish 
life from without, faith-healing in its 
strictest form has found a voice within 
Judaism. It is that of the great Chas- 
sidic leader, R. Nachman of Bratzlav. 
Although himself a medical student 
in Lemberg for some time, he 
vehemently denounces doctors and 
their work. He is quoted as saying 
“extreme care should be taken by 
anyone who wishes to safeguard his 
health and that of his family, to keep 
away as far possihle from 
physicians or seeking medical treat- 
ment. Even a person suffering from 
a serious iliness should place himself 
entirely in the hands of God” (Sichot 
Haran No. 50). | 

_Faith-healing in its wider sense 
would appear to be nearer the Jewish 
ideal. This admits, in the process of 
routine healing by human aids, the 
great value of faith im the Divine 
Power and the important part it plays. 
The functions of faith and medicine 


‘in sickness are not mutually exclusive. 


The faith in God of the sufferer during 
his illness is his sublime recognition 
that the source of all illness is Divine 
justice, as fn the final analogy is its 
cure. “I kill, and I. make alive; | 
have wounded, and | heal” (Deut. 
xxxh, 39). But because God values 
man above all His creatures and 
treasures human life intensely, Judaism 
encourages us to take all] the necessary 
steps to effect a cure for adversity in 
life. Never do we find in Jewish 
history or literature a denial of disease 
and drugs in the sense which the 
Christian scientists do. 

It is supremely important that, in 
striving for recovery, man must seek 
the co-operation. of God. He must 


realise that the physici 

effecting a cure, is also eb 

dent upon Divine assista 
viewpomt has been recogni, 
most eminent physicians th. 
history to the present day. 

Alstead, of Glasgow University, .9 
article in the MANCHESTER GUAKDIAN 
on August 23 and 24, 1955, “ Ministry 
of Healing,” used the significant 
phrase, “Im a sense, all healing is 


- Divine healing.”) For this reason, 


many prayers were composed-—one is 
included in the Amida-~—and in many 
congregations selected psalms are 
recited for sick persons. 

Regrettahle though it may be. sick- 
ness is one of the most powerful 
means of forging the link between 
man and his Creator; as has been 
truly said, “Pain is the mother of 
penitence.” This must be one of the 
most potent arguments for justifying 
the baffling problem of pain in the 
world. 


Power to Effect Cures 
Such a belief in the efficacy of faith- 


healing is based upon the’ purest 


motives, stressing the sole power of 
God to effect cures. It should be 
unnecessary to add that it excludes all 
forms of shrines and scenes which 
characterise Lourdes and St. Anne de 
Beaupré. They are entirely opposed 
to the Jewish letter and spirit. The 
suggestion made by the modern 
scholar, C. S. Wright, that tefillin 
worn by Jews are to effect cures of 
this type (* Miracle in History and 
Modern Thought,” p. 148) is too fan- 
taste to require repudiation. 

The doctor over whose portals hung 
the words “I dressed the wound-- 
God healed it.” finely sums up the 
Jewish viewpoint on this jntnguing 
subject.

HE sixteenth and seventeenth 

centuries in Europe are not 

generally regarded as periods 
when love of the Jews by their 
Gentile neighbours was particularly 
strong. Luther, it is. true, once 
thundered: “The Popes have so 
treated the Jews, that if I were a 
Jew, and saw such poltroons teach- 
-ing Christianity, I had sooner 
become a sow than a Christian. 
For they dealt with the Jews as 


though these were dogs, and not 


human beings.” 

Luther's sentiments, alas, were anti- 
Papist rather than pro-Jewish. Once 
he was secure in power his: diatribes 
against the Jews became more and 
more frequent, and soon exceeded in 
viciousness and crudity anything ever 
penned in the most antisemitic of the 
Papal bulls: The fiery persecution of 
heretics” and public oppression of 
conscience by Luther's henchmen were 
something quite undreamt of in 
Roman Catholic Germany only some 
thirty vears earlier. Not Luther but 
Erasmus was the voice.of tolerance in 
the sixteenth century, and a small 
group of “young humanists” who 
gathered round Erasmus and shunned 
Luther were those destined to produce 
the intellectual belief in reason and 
co-operation that culminated in Jean 
Jacques Rousseau. 


Attitude Towards Jews 


One of them, Erasmus’s great friend. 
Sir. Thomas More, first brought 
humanism into the political field with 
his small book “ Utopia,” and set men 
to painting new pictures of the 
* blessed isles” that were either ideal 
States themselves or that at least 
pointed the way—like More's own 
Utopia—towards remedying the worst 
abuses of war-torn, poverty-stricken 
Europe. Such Utopists—the English- 
men, More, Bacon, and Harrington, 
and the European priest, Tommaso 
Campanella—were in many ways 1n 
the forefront of social thought in their 
day. and their attitude to Jews is a 
fine measure of what was the best 
that.age.could say for the Jews. 
~ More (1478-1535) and Campanella 
(1568-1639), though both Roman 
Catholics, make their Utopians follow 
a religion of reason and practise com- 
plete religious tolerance. The inhabt- 
tants of Campanella’s “City of the 
Sun.” worshipping at their rather

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Brahmanist temple, sing the praises of 
Christian, Jewish, and Gentile heroes 
alike, while More’s Utopians permit 


every man to proselytise for his faith, ° 


providing he argues without violence 
or abuse, Neither More nor Cam- 
_panella, however, make any direct 
reference to the Jews, who do not 
inhabit their far-off ideal States. 


The “ New Atlantis ” 


However. Francis Bacon (1561-1626) 
and. James. Harrington (1611-1677) 
make quite specific and highly inter- 
esting references to the Jews. Bacon, 
in his “New Atlantis,” is. one .of the 
first Christian European authors to 
present a Jew as a positive figure. 
Harrington, in the introductory pages 
of his “ Commonwealth of Oceana,” 
published in 1656, makes a remarkable 
suggestion. that the problems of 
Ireland could have been solved by 
turning it into a National Home for 
the Jews. 

Both Bacon and Harrington, how- 
ever. are contradictory m their treat- 
ment of Jews. and in that they are 
typical children of their time. Toler- 
ance could only go so far, and no 
further. Bacon, describing in the first 
person his wonderful sojourn in the 
ideal land of New Atlantis, introduces 
the only Jew he met as a “ wise man 
and learned, and of great policy,” a 
merchant called Joabin. Joabin is a 
most positive character, but to be 
made such he has to be made different 
from Jews in Europe. Bacon says: 


He Goabin) was a Jew and circumcised 
for they have some few stirps of Jews yet 
remaining among them, whom they icave to 
their Own religion. Which they may the better 
do. because they are of a far differing disposi- 
tion from the Jews in other parts. For whereas 
they hate the name of Christ, and have a secret 
inbred rancour against the people among whom 
they live: these, contrariwise, give unio our 
Saviour many high attributes, and love the nation 
of bensalem (in the New Atalantis) extremely 
Surely this man of whom I speak would cver 
acknowledge that Christ was born of a Virgin: 
and that he was more than a man : and he would 
tell how God made him ruler of the Seraphims, 
which guard his throne... .”” 


Bacon's grammar jn this passage is 
far from sound, but the meaning 1s 
tolerably plain. The Jew can be a 
good fellow, providing he makes at 
least a little effort to stop behaving 
like a Jew. Even this was a good deal 
for the time. 

Harrington, scholar, gentleman-in- 
waiting on Charles 1, and then an 
admirer of Cromwell, is generally 
considered a minor talent compared 
to Bacon. but he is unquestionably a 


(Cromwell 


far astuter political theorist. His book 
“The Commonwealth of Oceania,” 
published in 1656, and dedicated to 
Cromwell, who looked on it with 
suspicion, is a thinly disguised history 
of the political development of Great 
Britain, just become a Republic under 
the rule of “Olphaus Megaletor ” 
himself). Containing a 
remarkable foreshadowing of Marx’s 
theory of economic determinism, it 
outlines in detail the economic and 
political methods By which England 
could become an ideal commonwealth. 
“Oceana” is England, Scotland is 
readily recognisable as “ Marpesia,” 


and the smaller island close by called. 


Panopaea is clearly Ireland. 
Ireland for the Jews 


It is im discussing the economic 
trials and tribulations of poverty- 
stricken, rebellious 
Harrington makes his remarkable pro- 
posal that it should have been handed 
over to the Jews. who would be 
attracted by the promise of civil free- 
dom and the opportunity of living 
together, and who could combine their 
present skill as merchants with their 
ancient skill as farmers. He says: 


Panopaca. the soft mother of a slothful 
and pusillanimous people, is a neighbour island, 
anciently subjected by the arms of Occana ; and 
since almost. depopulated for shaking the yoke, 
and at length replanted with a new face. But 
through what virtues of the soil. or vice of the 
air soever it be, they come still to degenerate 
Wherefore. seeing it is neither likely to yield 
men fii for arms. nor necessary it should, it had 
been the interest of Oceana so to have disposed 
of this province... that # might have been 
ordered for the best in rejiation to her purse, 
which in my opinion. if a had been thought 
upon in time, might have been best done by 
planting it with Jews, allowing them their own 
rights and laws: for that would have brought 
them suddenly from al) parts of the world, and 
in sufficiem numbers. And though the lews be 
now altogether for merchandise, yet in the land 
of Canaan (except since their cxiic, from whence 
they have not been landlords) they were alto- 
gether for agriculture : and there is no cause why 
a man should doubt. but having a  frvitiul 
country. and excelient ports too, they would be 
good at both. 

** Panopaca, well peopled, would be worth a 
matter of four millions dry rents ; that is, besides 
the advantage of the agriculture and trade, 
which, with a nation of that industry, comes at 
least as much more. Panopeca, 
being farmed out tw the Jews and their heirs 
for ever, for the pay of a provincial army to pro- 
tect them during the term of seven years, aad 


for two millions annua! revenue from that time . 


forward, besides the customs, which would pay 
the provincial army. would have been a bargain 
of such advantage, both to them and this com- 
monweakh, at is nor to be found otherwise by 
either.”’ 

Like Bacon, however, Harrington 
has to reveal the limitations of his 
time. His very next sentence is: 


ircland that 


“ To receive the Jews after any other manner 
into the Commonwealth were to maim «. for 
they of all nations. never incorporaic, tut taking 
up the room of a limb, are or no use or office 
t the body, while they suck the nourishment 


which would sustain a natural and wusetul 


member." 

Cromwell, it seems, would. hardly 
agree. At this very time he was 
negotiating with Manasseh ben Israel 
for the return of Jewish merchants to 
England, 

In one other respect, Harrington's 
“Oceana” opens up a path of con- 
siderable interest to Jews. Like most 
scholars of his time Harrington was 
closely acquainted with the Old 
Testament, reasonably proficient in 
reading the Hebrew language, and 
deeply interested in the _ political 
history of the Jewish States in 
Palestine. But where most scholars of 
the pre-Cromwellian period used the 
Old Testament to adduce the Divine 
Right of Kings, Harrington followed 
the rabbinic tradition and the clear 
bias of the Bible itself to regard the 
formation of the Jewish monarchies 
as one of the factors for the downfall 
of Jewish temporal power. 


Land and Government 


The basic political character of a 
State, Harrington believed, depends 
upon the distribution of ownership of 
its land. A monarchy naturally 
arises when most of the land is owned 
by the king, an aristocracy when most 
of .it lies with the nobles. and a 
commonwealth (or democracy, as we 
would call it) when the people holds 
the balance of agrarian control. A 
monarchy where the king does not 
own most of the land, Harrington 
held, cannot persist as a stable govern- 
ment, while a commonwealth can 
never achieve genuine popular control 
if the land remains in the hands of a 
few. The Jews, he believed, laid a 
most clever foundation for the build- 
ing of a genuine commonwealth by 
dividing the land among the tribes, 
and by specifically guarding against 
any One Man amassing too large a 


share by commercial activities. Their 


election of a king, therefore, was in 
direct contradiction to the economic 
character of their society, and doomed 
their government to instability. 

This theory—a clear if crude fore- 
runner of Karl Marx's economic 
determinism—is even more naive 
and inadequate, but it shows for that 
time a keener appreciation of the 
possibilities of political inquiry into 
the history of the Jewish States than 
is found among Harrington's Gentile 
contemporaries, or even among many 
intelligent Jews today.

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FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


FOLLOWING close on the heels of the news 
that Egypt was to receive arms from Czecho- 
slovakia have come reports of promises of 
economic aid from the Soviet Union. By a 
master-stroke of strategy the Russians have 
upset all preconceived ideas of their methods 
and, it would seem, have delivered a most 
dangerous threat to one of the basic concepts 
of British Imperial policy. For at least 100 
years (ever since the Crimean War) it has 
been a cardinal principle of British (and 
French) policy to keep the Russians out of 
the Mediterranean and away from the 
Persian Gulf. | 
have had time, in accordance with the Anglo- 
Egyptian Treaty, to withdraw from the Canal 
Zone, and by entirely legitimate means, 
Russia has yirtually gained a foothold in 
Egypt and thus outflanked the carefully laid 
plans for the so-called Northern tier of 
defence (consisting of Turkey, Iraq, Persia, 
and Pakistan) which was intended to act as 
a kind of cordon sanitaire to keep Com- 
munism out of the Middle East. 

The dangers inherent in the new situation 


which has developed with extraordinary 


rapidity are very real and will provide food 
for thought for all who are concerned to pre- 
serve peace in the Middle East. The most 
obvious danger of the situation is that it may 
lead to a violent arms race in which the Soviet 
bloc will be pouring arms into Egypt and its 
ally Saudi Arabia while the Western Powers 
will be arming the other States, though there 
is also the risk that the various Arab States 
themselves will play off one side against the 
other and receive arms from both. Nor, 
apparently, is.it excluded that Israel, too, may 
be tempted to accept arms from the Com- 
munist States which would take much of: the 
sting out of Egypt’s temporary triumph, but 
would greatly increase the threat to 
Western interests. In such circumstances 
it is not difficult to imagine an_inci- 
dent arising leading to a situation similar 
to that in Korea which precipitated the 
war in -1950. And who can say whether 
the place of Korea in such a dilemma might 
not be taken by Israel, the most exposed 
country of all? Even if armed strife does 
not result. other dangers are discernible, the 
most obvious of which is that Soviet penetra- 


tion into Egypt immediately opens the way 


for the full tide of Communist propaganda 
and for political intrigue, of the kind which 
was so successful in Czechoslovakia, which 
might lead to the establishment of a Com- 
munist régime. In the state of political insta- 
bility which characterises the present situation 
in Egypt, it would be wishful thinking to 
imagine that the influence of Islam by itself 
would be sufficient to prevent the establish- 
ment of a Communist or near-Communist 
Government. If this should occur the road 
to further penetration ts flung wide open to 
the Sudan, whence the last British troops have 
now been withdrawn, and eventually to 
practically the whole of Africa. In the 
economic field, too, the Russians stand to 
gain great prizes if their ambitions are not 
thwarted. Egypt's economic ties may be 
diverted from Western Europe and America 
and reorientated towards the Soviet bloc, and 
already there are signs that this is happening. 
In addition, if Saudi Arabia's ramshackle 
Government can be brought within the 
Soviet sphere there is a danger that the vast 
Middle East oil reserves may be deflected 
from the West. — 

The position of Israel in this rapidly 
changing scene is obviously disquieting. 
The Israeli Government no doubt will watch 
the situation with the utmost care. It is to 
be hoped that all possible steps will be taken 
to prevent panic decisions which may bring 
the promise of quick advantage but will result 
in ultimate retribution. The principal onus 
for dealing with this new situation must lie 
on the Great Powers. No doubt it- will be 
discussed in Geneva when the Foreign 
Ministers meet, at the end of this month. The 
United States must recognise the extent of 
its responsibility for what has taken place. 
Influenced by American oil magnates, the 
State Department ever since the war has 


Now, before British troops — 


prodded Great Britain into abandoning her 
strongholds in the Middle East. By encour- 
aging local nationalists and disseminating 
propagagnda denouncing what they call 
“ colonialism,” the Americans have actively 
helped to create a vacuum in the Middle East 
while doing nothing themselves to fill it with 
a stable political organism. Sik WINSTON 
CHURCHILL has again reiterated that when 
Britain and America stand together they can 


overcome all difficulties, but when they fall 


apart disaster ensues. Now the two Powers 
much reach agreement on how they are to 
meet this new threat, and it is to be hoped 
that in formulating policy the British will 
show that leadership which of late has been 
sadly lacking. 


There would appear to be only two alterna- 
tives. On the Russia could 
be invited to join the Tripartite Pact safe- 


_ guarding Israel's frontiers, which would 


thereby give her a superb opportunity to 
influence policy in the Middle East but would 


have the supreme disadvantage that she could - 


act as a Trojan horse in this area, infiltrating 
her policies under cover of friendship. ~Or, 
on the other hand, the Western Powers can 
declare their unqualified support for those 
countries which have shown themselves to 
be their true friends. This would. entail 
bringing in Israel as a fully guaranteed 
member of the Northern tier of States, allied 
to N.A.T.O. and opposed to Communism, 


and giving this group full and unqualified 


support. The lesson of the present situation 
is one which should have been learned many 
years ago but which unfortunately neither 
the Foreign Office nor the State Department 
ever take to heart until circumstances force 
it upon them, Appeasement in the Middle 
East has failed as miserably as it has else- 
where. A new and constructive policy is 


urgently needed. 


WRITERS IN RUSSIA 


THERE will certainly be general support for 
Jewish cultural organisations in the United 
States in their intervention with the Soviet 
Ambassador in Washington, seeking the 
release of Jewish writers and artists 
imprisoned in Russia. Their number has 
never been fully established. A list, recently 
prepared by the Jewish Labour Committee ot 
New York, gave the names of 68 prominent 
Yiddish Russian writers and artists whose 
fate remains unknown. The MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN last month published a disquieting 
report to the effect that as late as last August 
the Russian police carried out arrests among 
Moscow Jews found in possession of Jewish 
literature. This was taken as an ominous 
indication that Yiddish books were still 
regarded as illegal literature and those in pos- 
session as Offenders against the law. The 
Soviet authorities have neither confirmed nor 
denied these reports. 
agreed to disclose the whereabouts of the 
Jewish writers. The only reaction on their 
part was a verbal invitation by the Russian 
Ambassador to the United States, Mr. 
ZARUBIN, to the Jewish Labour Committee, 


asking them to send a delegation to Moscow, 


an invitation which has so far not yet been 
confirmed, 


At the same time there have been reports. 


from Moscow that at least two well-known 


Yiddish poets, arrested immediately after the - 


end of the war, MOSHE BRODERSON and S. H. 
HALKIN, have been released. Their release 


- coincided with Yiddish theatre performances — 


and concerts in Moscow, Kiev, and several 


other Russian cities with large Jewish popu- 


lations. During the recent Holy-days, as 


‘reported in our columns, the synagogues in 


Moscow and Leningrad were packed with 
worshippers, signs that, despite the unknown 
fate of large numbers of leading Yiddish 
writers, there has also occurred at least a 
slight thaw in the cold war in regard to Jews. 
It is, therefore, only natural that Jewish 
organisations abroad should be encouraged 
to seek further proof of Russia’s adherence to 


the Geneva spirit by appealing to the Russian 


authorities to release the Jewish writers, 


whose sole crime appears to have been their | 


courageous endeavour to maintain the cul- 
tural values of their own people in a manner 
freely permitted to other national minorities 
in the U.S.S.R. Thousands of German 
prisoners of war, including some war 
criminals, are now being freed. The release of 
innocent Jewish writers would be an act of 
even greater humanity and would convince 
the outside world of Russia’s sincerity and 
belief in the principles of co-existence which 
her leaders so frequently proclaim.

Tue morrow of Simchat Torah, the 
Festival of our Rejoicing in the Law, was 
indeed a happy occasion for the delivery 
of the Second Robert Waley Cohen 
Memorial Lecture, by Professor ARTHUR L. 
Goopuart, on “Tolerance and the Law.” 
This lecture was given before a distinguished 


gathering in the stately precincts of the 


Middle Temple Hall, and was graced by the 
presence in the chair of the LorD CHANCEL- 
Lor. The lecturer was a worthy exponent 
of his theme, being a Jew who has gained 
international renown as a master of Juris- 
prudence, and the eulogy paid to him by 
the Lorp CHANCELLOR did him deserved 
honour. Not only has he made an out- 
standing contribution to legal study and 
practice, but he is known throughout the 
English-speaking world as a humanist who 
is concerned to promote the deeper moral 
purposes of the law. His association of 
jurisprudence and ethics conforms with age-. 
long Jewish tradition. Among his notable 
published works is “Five Jewish Lawyers 
of the Common Law,” which gives a fine 
exposition of the splendid Jewish contribution 
to Anglo-American law. The theme of his 
lecture this week was well designed to further 
the splendid work of the Council of Christians 
and Jews, under whose auspices it was given. 


' For the Council exists to promote these 


objects: ““To combat all forms of religious 
and racial intolerance ; to promote mutual 
understanding and good will between 
Christians and Jews, and to foster co-opera- 
tion in educational activities and in social 
and community service.” The Council has 
recently published a booklet entitled “ Where 
Two Faiths Meet: The Possibilities and 
Limitations of Co-operation between Chris- 
tians and Jews,” which has been written by 
its indefatigable Secretary, the Rev. WILLIAM 
W. SIMPSON, to whom the gratifying success 
of its work is largely due. This deserves to 
be read by all who are interested in giving 
practical realisation to the great ideal of 
tolerance. 


FINANCING EDUCATION 


IN our last issue we printed a communi- 
cated report concerning a communal confer- 
ence that took place last week on Jewish 
religious education in the Metropolis. This 
report will have been read with much 
Satisfaction by all who realise the urgent 
importance of this matter. The conference 
was convened by the CHIEF RaBsi, who also 
presided over the gathering and received the 
warm thanks of all the participants for his 
valued initiative and helpful guidance of the 
proceedings. It was the purpose of the 
conference to consider the financial predica- 
ment of the London Board of Jewish 


Religious Education, which, on the basis of 
its present income, is faced with a deficit of | 


£15,000 in the coming year. Even more 
distressful, from a financial standpoint, is the 
fact that, because of the anticipated increase 
in its commitments—estimated to result in a 
total annual expenditure of £100,000—this 


deficit threatens to rise to £25,000 in sub- 


sequent years. Such is the anxious situation 
that came under consideration by the repre- 
sentatives of the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education, the United Synagogue, 
the Federation of Synagogues, the London 
Board of Shechita, the Western Synagogue, 
the West End Great Synagogue, and the 
Commercial Road Talmud Torah. It. must. 
therefore be with considerable relief that the 
public will have learned that these represen- 
tatives pledged the full support of. their 
respective organisations for all measures 


necessary to increase the Board's income. 


In particular they undertook specifically to 


uphold the vital principle of communal taxa- 


tion for religious education, which consti- 
tutes the financial basis of the Board’s work. 
These decisions are the more satisfactory. 
because they were supplemented by state- 
ments made on behalf of the United Syna- 
gogue, the Federation of Synagogues, and 
other bodies concerned, which indicate that 
increased sums will be available for the 
Board in 1956. Moreover, a sub-committee 
was appointed to consider further practical 
measures for implementing the Board’s 
revenue in addition to the income accruing 
from these increased contributions. The 
spirit of good will and co-operation mani- 
fested at this conference augurs well for 
complete success in solving the financial 
problems which beset the effective adminis- 
tration of this sacred work of religious 
education.

But 
to make use of these favourable conditions. men 
and women dédicated to the cause were needed. 
From a farm near Humleback the work started 
* We had to load the big truck with people as 
if they were cattle or sacks of produce. We 
lifted them up and hauled them, al! of them, 
aged women and babies across the high back- 
board and placed them crouching or flat on 
the bottom of the truck, one on top of the 
other, so that no one was visible above the 
sides of the truck.” And so to the beach and 
the waiting boats. “Nobody who has not 
attended an embarkation of that kind will be 
able to imagine the feelings that overcome those 
who are left behind and see the heavily loaded 
ship sailing off towards safety and freedom.”.

Work of Rescue — 


Once started, the work of rescue proceeded 
on an ever-increasing scale. Larger transports 


were organised and helpers of all kinds were — 
enlisted, fishermen, smugglers, seafaring men 


of all kind, some not unnaturally secking high 
pay for their dangerous work. — [he _ biggest 
crossings were made jn a schooner belonging to 
a Mexican who normally carried granite for 
road ballast. “He soon realised that it was 
more profitable to ship Jews than stone—and 


here again he had no difficulty in assuming a 


businesslike viewpoint free of sentimental con- 
siderations. He charged 500 kroner per person 
with a discount on cargoes of considerable 
size.” Two hundred and thirty Jews were 
brought to safety on each trip made by the 
Mexican and there were four crossings made. 

But offers of help were also received without 
any demand for payment. One of these came 
from a mechanic who had been given the job 
of repairing a German motor-boat. He sug 
gested it should be used to transport refugees, 
and arrangements were made, though never 
actually carried out. It would have given special 
satisfaction to the fescue group to use a German 
boat: and German petrol to transport Jews to 
safety. |

POLISH-JEWISH LIFE 
IN PICTURES 


A Thousand Years of Jewish Life in 
Poland. Edited by MicHet Borwicz. 
Paris: Centre d'Etudes Historiques. 


Reviewed by JOEL CANG 


While the full and comprehensive 
account of thé life and work of Polish 
Jewry throughout its thousand-years- 
old nistory m Poland has yet to be 
written, this publication attempts only 
‘o record the main events in pictures. 
it is, in fact, a pictorial album, telling 
their history in a graphic and, at the 
same time, interesting manner, and is 
bound to appeal to a public which is 
becoming increasingly accustomed to 
study events in a televised manner. 

The book opens with illustrations 
of the first Polish coins, which, to the 
great annoyance of some of the later 
Polish historians, bore Hebrew inscrip- 
tions. Minting of Polish coins was 
one of the earliest occupations of Jews 
in Poland, and the fact that the coins 
had Hebrew lettering made them 
acceptable also in countries outside 
Poland. 

There are some 4,000 pictures, each 
telling a different story dealing with 
a phase of Jewish life and activities. 
Scarcely a single important event in 
the history of Jewish life in Poland 
appears to have been omitted. There 
is a particular wealth of illustrations 
recording Jewish participation § in 
Poland’s struggle for independence 
under the Tsars, and a collection of 
pictures of the so-called “ fortified ” 
sVnagogues, the wooden and stone 
houses of prayer, which served for 
purposes of defence. There are also 
illustrations of gold, silver. and ivory 
ritual ornaments and jewellery. | 


Gaon of Vilna 


The pictures of Jewish leaders and 
institutions are a valuable feature. The 
reader can get acquainted with the 
Gaon of Vilna, as well as. with 
the leaders of the latter-day rabbinic 
dynasties, such as the Rabbi of Ger, 
Sadigura, and many others who 
dominated Jewish Orthodox life in 
Poland for centuries. . These are fol- 
lowed by photos of. Jewish writers, 
{rom the pioneers of the Haskalah 
movement down to the editors and 
members of the staff of the leading 
Hebrew and Yiddish dailies in War- 
saw, Vilna, and other Polish towns. 
Special attention has also been paid 
to the social aspects of Jewish life in 
Poland in trade, commerce, agricul- 
ture, and crafts. An unusual feature 
is the pages illustrating the ancient 
tombstones in Cracow, Vilna, Lublin, 
and other famous communities. |The 
compilation of this publication has 
taken several years, and its editor, who 
is himself a Polish Jew, deserves warm 
recognition for his devoted labours. 
The publication is also a_ tribute 
to the Association of Polish Jews in 
France, to the “Joint.” the Jewish 


‘Labour Committee in America, and 


the Cultural Department of the World 
Jewish Congress, 
co-operated in this project. 


An additional outstanding feature 


of this publication is the fact that the 
captions and titles, as well as a_ brief 
historical narrative introducing the 
history, are given in six languages, 
Hebrew, Yiddish, English. Polish, 
French, and Spanish. This should 
make it accessible to readers in ail 


those countries in which. Polish Jews 
have settled either before or since the © 


Second World War, and should also 
make jit a useful source for the study 
of the history of Polish Jews by the 
younger generation no longer 
acquainted with the language used by 


their forefathers. 


At the same time the publication 
suffers from a number of serious 
shortcomings. The photographs, 
some of them rare museum pieces, 
have been arranged in a somewhat 
haphazard manner, and their reproduc- 
‘ion is frequently poor. Whole pages 
of interesting illustrations are practi- 
cally unrecognisable. No less grave a 
shortcoming is the faulty translation 
from Yiddish into English; some 
Passages have been rendered meaning- 
less. It is indeed to be regretted that 
this first and otherwise successful 


attempt to present a pictoria! history: 


of a great Jewish community should 
have been marred by these faults. As 
this is a limited publication, perhaps 
the editor could rectify them in future

IDESPREAD publicity has 

been given recently to the 

_ "question of faith-healing. 
Opinions have been pronounced in 
popular and learned journals, while 
debates have followed over radio 
and television on the efficacy and 
value of this method of treatment. 

As the term faith-healing jmplies, 
the problem is one both for the reli- 
gious school of thought and the medi- 
cal profession. Councils representing 
both vocations have set up committees 
tO investigate the question in the light 
of their experience. Since the theology 
of the Church lays great emphasis on 
the healing power of its faith, the 
question has naturally proved more 
Significant to the Gentiles than to 
Jews. However, as Jews have been 
associated with medicine throughout 
history, they have a special interest in 
the debate. The Jewish attitude 
towards faith-healing is. then, worth 
considering. 

There are numerous references scat- 
tered throughout Scripture to the 
sufferings and diseases of various indi- 
viduals. but the treatment and cure 
are usually stated to have been of a 


miraculous nature, in which instances 


the Divine Healing power is essen- 
tially the active force and the sufferer 
the passive recipient. This could 
hardly be classified as coming within 
the category of faith-healing as it is 
understood today——namely, that the 
capacity. of faith possessed by the 
sufferer in the Divine Power _ is 
the decisive factor in his recovery from 
physical or mental sickness. However. 
there is a significant passage in the

Scripture which appears to give some 
support to the idea of faith-healing. 
King Asa is rebuked during bis illness 
prior to his death for having consulted 
doctors rather than supplicating God 
(li Chron. xvi, 12); but, as the com- 
mentators on the verse observe, this 
iS not to be taken as a denunciation 
of doctors as such, but rather of the 
king's failing to seek God's co-opera- 
tion in his quest towards recovery. 
This typifies the Jewish attitude. 


Exclusion of Medical Treatment 
In its strictest sense, faith-healing 


excludes all human and rational! forms 
of medical treatment. Such a radical! 


view would be rejected by Judaism, 


which not only permits, but finds 
Biblical sanction enabling every sick 
person to utilise all available treatment 
for his malady. Yet im actual fact, 
Jewish history records many who were 
reluctant to seek medical aid lest it 
should appear a diminution of their 
faith and trust in God. Such a tower- 
ing personality as the Vilna Gaon was 
of this opinion. It is said he allowed 
a doctor to attend him when he was 


dying only in order to lessen the 
anguish of his relatives (Mekor 
Baruch, p. 1126, by Rabbi B. H. 


Epstein ; see also an illuminating inci- 
dent reflecting the Vilna Gaon’s atti- 
tude towards doctors in the essay on 
* Betachon” in Or Torah, ed. by 
Rabbi A. Z. Gurwicz, London, 1934). 
This does not.mean that the Vilna 
Gaon supported the idea of faith- 
healing in general ; rather he reposed 
unbounded confidence in God, finding 
medical aids redundant in his own life. 

But, like many extreme trends of 


JUDAISM AND FAITH-HEALING 


thought which have penetrated Jewish 
life from without, faith-healing in its 
strictest form has found a voice within 
Judaism. It is that of the great Chas- 
sidic leader, R. Nachman of Bratzlav. 
Although himself a medical student 


in Lemberg for some time, he 
vehemently denounces doctors and 
their work. He js quoted as saying 


“extreme care should be taken by 
anyone who wishes to safeguard his 
health and that of his family, to keep 
away as far as possthle from 
physicians or. seeking medical treat- 
ment. Even a person suffering from 
a serious iliness should place himself 
entirely in the hands of God” (Sichot 
Haran No. 50). 

Faith-healing in its wider sense 
would appear to be nearer the Jewish 
ideal. This admits, in the process of 
routine healing by human. aids, the 
great value of faith in the Divine 
Power and the important part it plays. 
The functions of faith and medicine 
in sickness are not mutually exclusive. 
The faith in God of the sufferer during 
his illness is his sublime recognition 
that the source of all iliness is Divine 
justice, as fn the final analogy is its 
cure. “I kill, and I make alive; | 
have wounded. and I heal” (Deut. 
xxxn, 39). But because God values 
man above all His creatures . and 
treasures human life intensely, Judaism 
encourages us to take all the necessary 


steps to effect a cure for adversity in- 


life. Never do we find in Jewish 
history or Kiterature a denial of disease 
and drugs in the sense which the 
Christian scientists do. 

It is supremely important that, in 
Striving for recovery, man must seek 
the co-operation of God. He must 


realise that the physician himself. in 
effecting a cure, is also entirely depen- 
dent upon Divine assistance. (1 his 
viewpoint has been recognised by the 
most eminent physicians throughout 
history to the present day. Professor 
Alstead, of Glasgow University, in an 
article in the MANCHESTER CiUARDIAN 
on August 23 and 24, 1955, “ Ministry 
of Healing,” used the significant 
phrase, “In a sense, all healing is 
Divine healing.”) For this reason, 
many prayers were composed—one is 
included in the Amida—and in many 
congregations selected psalms are 
recited for sick persons. 

Regrettable though it may be, sick- 
ness is one of the most powerful 
means of forging the link between 
man and his Creator; as has been 
truly said, “ Pain jis the mother of 
penitence.” This must be one of the 
most potent arguments for justifying 
the baffling problem of pain in the 
world. 


Power to Effect Cures 


Such a belief in the efficacy of faith- 


healing is based upon. the purest 
motives, stressing the sole power of 
God to effect cures. It should be 
unnecessary to add that it excludes all 
forms of shrines and scenes which 
characterise Lourdes and St. Anne de 
Beaupré. They are entirely opposed 
to the Jewish letter and spirit. The 
suggestion made by the modern 
scholar, C. S. Wright, that tefillin 
worn by Jews are to effect cures of 
this type (“* Miracle in History and 
Modern Thought,” p. 148) is too fan- 
tastic to require repudiation. 

The doctor over whose portals hung 
the words “I dressed the wound-—- 
God healed it.” finely sums up the 
Jewish viewpoint on this intriguing 
subject.

HE sixteenth and seventeenth 

centuries in Europe are not 

generally regarded as periods 
when love of the Jews. by their 
Gentile neighbours was particularly 
strong. Luther, it is true, once 
thundered: “The Popes have so 
treated the Jews, that if I were a 
Jew, and saw such poltroons teach- 
ing Christianity, I had sooner 
become a sow than a Christian. 


For they dealt with the Jews as 


though these were dogs, and not 
human beings.” 


Luther’s sentiments, alas, were anti- 
Papist rather than pro-Jewish. Once 
he was secure in power his diatribes 
against the Jews became more and 
more frequent, and soon exceeded ‘in 
viciousness and crudity anything ever 
penned in the most antisemitic of the 
Papal bulls.” The fiery persecution of 
“heretics” and public oppression of 
conscience by Luther's henchmen were 
something quite undreamt of in 
Roman Catholic Germany only some 
thirty years earlier. Not Luther but 
Erasmus was the voice.of tolerance in 
the sixteenth century, and a small 
group of “young humanists” who 
gathered round Erasmus and shunned 


Luther were those destined to produce . 


the intellectual belief in reason and 
co-operation that culminated in Jean 
Jacques Rousseau. 


Attitude Towards Jews 


One of them, Erasmus’s great friend, 
Sir Thomas More, first brought 
humanism into the political ‘field with 
his small book “ Utopia,” and set men 
to painting new. pictures of the 
* blessed isles” that were either ideal 
States themselves or that at least 
pointed the way—like More's own 
Utopia—towards remedying the worst 
abuses of war-torn, poverty-stricken 
Europe. Such Utopists-—the English- 
men, More, Bacon, and Harrington, 
and the European priest, Tommaso 
Campanella—were in many ways in 
the forefront of social thought in their 
day, and their attitude to Jews is a 
fine measure of what was the best 
that age could sav for the Jews. 

More (1478-1555) and Campanella 
(1568-1639). though both Roman 
Catholics, make their Utopians follow 
a religion of reason and practise com- 
plete religious tolerance. The inhabi- 
tants of Campanella’s “City of the 
Sun.” worshipping at their rather

Jews in the Early Utopias

Brahmanist temple, sing the praises of 
Christian. Jewish, and Gentile heroes 
alike, while More’s Utopians permit 
every man to proselytise for his faith, 
providing he argues without violence 
or abuse. Neither More nor Cam- 
panella, however, make any direct 
reference to the Jews, who do not 
inhabit their far-off ideal States. 


The “ New Atlantis ” 


However, Francis Bacon (1561-1626) 
and James Harrington (1611-1677) 
make quite specific and highly inter- 
esting references to the Jews. Bacon, 
in his “ New Atlantis,” is one of the 
first. Christian. European authors to 
present a Jew as a positive figure. 
Harrington, in the introductory. pages 
of his “Commonwealth of Oceana,” 


published in 1656, makes a remarkable 


suggestion that the problems. of 
Ireland could have been solved by 
turning it into a National Home for 
the Jews. 

Both Bacon and Harrmgion, how- 
ever, are contradictory m their treat- 
ment of Jews, and-in that they are 
typical children of their time. Toler- 
ance could only go so far, and no 
further. Bacon, describing in the first 
person his wonderful sojourn in the 
ideal land of New Atlantis, introduces 
the only Jew he met as a “ wise man 


and learned, and of great policy,” a 


merchant called Joatin. Joabin is a 
most positive character, but fo be 
made such he has to be made different 
from Jews in Europe. Bacon says: 

He Goabin) was a Jew and circumcised 
for they have some few stirps of Jews yet 
remaining among them, whom they leave to 
their own religion. Which they may the better 
do. because they are of a far differing disposi- 
tion from the Jews in other parts. For whereas 
they hate the name of Christ, and have a secret 
inbred rancour against the people among whom 
they live: these, conmtrariwise, give unto our 
Saviour many high attributes, and love the nation 
of bensalem (in the New Atalantis) extremely 
Surely this man Of whom I speak would ever 
acknowledge that Christ was born of a Virgin: 
and that he was more than a man : and he would 
tell how God made him ruler of the Seraphims, 
which guard his throne... .” 


Bacon's grammar jn this passage is 
far from sound, but the meaning is 
tolerably plain. The Jew can be a 
good fellow, providing he makes at 
least a little effort to stop behaving 
like a Jew. 
for the time. 

Harrington, scholar, gentieman-in- 
waiting on Charles 1, and then an 
admirer of Cromwell, is generally 
considered a minor talent compared 
to Bacon, but he is unquestionably a 


Even this was a good dea! 


far astuter political theorist. His book 
“The Commonwealth of Oceania,” 
published in 1656, and dedicated to 
Cromwell, who looked on it with 
suspicion, is a thinly disguised history 
of the political development of Great 
Britain, just become a Republic under 
the rule of “Olphaus. Megaletor” 
(Cromwell himself). Containing a 
remarkable foreshadowing of Marx's 
theory of economic determinism, it 
outlines in detail the economic and 
political methods By which England 
could become an ideal commonwealth. 
“Oceana” is England, Scotland is 
readily recognisable as “ Marpesia,” 
and the smaller island close by called 
Panopaea” is clearly Ireland. 


Ireland for the Jews 


It is in discussing the economic 
trials and tribulations of © poverty- 
stricken, rebellious Ireland that 
Harrington makes his remarkable pro- 
posal that it should have been handed 
over to the Jews. who would be 
attracted by the promise of. civil free- 
dom and the opportunity of — living 
together, and who could combine their 
present skill as merchants with. their 
ancient skill as farmers. He says: 


Panopaca. the soft mother of. a siothful 
and pusilianimous people. is a neighbour island, 
anciently subjected by the arms of Occana ; and 
since almost depopulated for shaking the yoke, 
and at length repianieg with a new face, But 
through what virtues of the soil. or vice of the 
air soever it be, they come still to degenerate. 
Wherefore. seeing it is neither likely to yield 
men fi for arms. nor necessary it should, it had 
been the interest of Oceana so to have disposed 
of this province... that might have been 
ordered for the best in relation to her purse. 
which in my opinion. if t had been thought 
upon in time, might have been best done by 
plamting it with Jews, allowing them their own 
rights and laws: for that would have brought 
them «<uddenly from al! parts of the world, and 
in sufficiem numbers. And though the Jews be 
now altogether for merchandise. yet in the land 
of Canaan (cxcept since their cxilc, from whence 
they have not been landlords) they were alto- 
gecther for agticulture and there cause why 
a man should doubt, bot having a fruitful 
country, and excelient ports too, they would be 
good at both 

** Panopaca, well peopled, would be worth a 
matter of four millions dry rents . that is, besides 
the advamtiage of the agriculture and trade, 
which, with a nation of that industry, comes at 
least to as much more. Wherefore Panopaca, 
being farmed out to the Jews and their heirs 
for ever, for the pay of a provincial army to pro- 
tect them during the term of seven years, and 
for two. millions annua! revenue from that time 
forward, besides the customs, which would pay 
the provincial army. would have been a bargain 
of such advantage. both to them and this com 
monweakh, as is not to be found otherwise by 
either.” 


Like Bacon, however, Harrington 
has to reveal the limitations of his 
time. His very next sentence 1s: 


State, 


To receive the Jews after'any other manner 
into the Commonwealth were to maim a. for 
they Of all nations never incorporatc, but taking 
up the room ot a limb, are of no use or office 
the body. while they suck the 
which would sustam a4 natura! and usetul 
member.” 

Cromwell, it seems, would hardly 
agree. At this very time he was 
negotiating with Manasseh ben Israel 
for the return of Jewish merchants to 
England. 

In one other respect, Harrington's 
“Oceana” opens up a path of con- 
stderable interest to Jews. Like most 
scholars of his time Harrington was 
closely acquainted with the Old 
Testament, reasonably proficient in 
reading the Hebrew language, and 
deeply interested in the political 
history of the Jewish States in 
Palestine. But where most scholars of 
the pre-Cromwellian period used the 
Old Testament to adduce the Divine 
Right of Kings, Harrington followed 
the rabbinic tradition and the clear 
bias of the Bible itself. to regard the 
formation of the Jewish monarchies 
as one of the factors for the downfall 
of Jewish temporal power. 


Land and Government 


The basic political character of a 
Harrington believed, depends 
upon the distribution of ownership of 
its land. A monarchy 
arises when most of the land. is owned 
by the king, an aristocracy when most 
of it lies with the nobles, and a 
commonwealth (or democracy. as we 
would call it) when the people holds 
the balance of agrarian control. A 
monarchy where the king does not 
own most of the land, Harrington 
held, cannot persist as a stable govern- 
ment, while a commonwealth can 
never achieve genuine popular contro] 
if the land remains in the hands of a 
few. The Jews, he believed, laid a 
most clever foundation for the build- 
ing of a. genuine commonwealth by 
dividing the land among the tribes, 
and by specifically guarding against 
any One man amassing too large a 
share by commercial activities. Their 
election of a king, therefore, was in 
direct contradiction to the economic 
character of their society, and doomed 
their government to instability. 

This theory—a clear if crude fore- 
runner of Karl Marx's economic 
determinism—is even more naive 
and inadequate, but it shows for that 
time a keener appreciation of the 
possibilities of political inquiry into 
the history of the Jewish States than 
is found among Harrington's Gentile 
contemporaries, or even among many 
intelligent Jews today.

In the Periodicals. . . 


In most of the Jewish periodicals to 
hand at this time the emphasis is on 
the recent Holy-days; and if there is 
little new to be said on this subject, 
what is said is presented with dignity 
and clarity. 

Twenty pages of this weck’s issue of 
the American periodical, Lire, are 
devoted to “Judaism, ihe fifth in a 
series, “ The World's Great Religions.” 
It is written with sympathy and under- 
Standing, and—unlike comparable fea- 
tures that have appeared in some other 
publications—is not marred by the 
absurdities into which so many writers 
on Jewish subjects seem to fall. 
emphasis—naturally enough—is on 
American Jewry; but on the whole the 
section should be of interest to Jews— 
and non-Jews—all over the English- 
speaking world. There is an abundance 
of photographs, most of them excellently 
reproduced in colour. 

COMMENTARY, published by the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, is one of the very 
few Jewish periodicals that manage to 
be at the same time scholarly and read- 
able. The Sepiember issue contains a 
thoughtful and thought-provoking article 
by Will Herberg. on “ América’s New 
Religiousness,”’ the implications of which, 
despite the title, are by no means con- 
fined to America. Starting with the 
perhaps dubious proposition~ that 
“Judaism and Christianity are two reli- 
gions sharing a common faith,” the 
author goes on to say that “ not to be— 
that is, mot to identify onself and be 
identified as—-cither a Protestant, a 
Catholic, or a Jew is somehow not to 
be an American.” The three “ conven- 


tional”’ relgions are felt to be appro- 


priate manifestations and expressions of 
the religious aspect of “the American 
Way’ of Life.” But this “ Americanisa- 


tion” of ‘religion. he points out, has 


meant a loss of the sense of religious 
uniqueness and universality—even in the 
case of American Jews who possess so 
pronounced a sense of world-wide Jewish 
kinship. This *“* American religion” Mr. 
Herberg finds naively ‘man-centred: not 
God but man is “ the beginning and end 
of ‘much of present-day American 
religiosity.” 

The same issue of COMMENTARY con- 


tains a well-informed and well-reasoned. 


analysis of the recent Consultative Con- 
ference. in London by “a_ British 


_observer.”’ whose identitv I think I could 


guess without:a great deal of trouble. 
* * * 


The possibility of establishing one 
world Jewish organisation to co-ordinate 
activities least in a limited field” 
is discussed by Mr. Joshua Shindler in 
the JEWISH QUARTERLY, arising out of 
the two conferences held recently in Lon- 
don and Paris, respectively. The author 
thinks such a proect. feasible only. if 
such a body confined itself to what he 
calls “areas of agreement.”’—among 
which he lists the relationship with Israel, 
the question of the cultural survival of 
Jewry outside Israel, antisemitism, and 
other forms of discrimination. Such an 
organisation, he concludes, “must have 
links with Israel—not the State as such, 
but with cultural institutions in Israel, 
which have an important part to play in 
all deliberations on pa cultural sur- 


vival, without imposing ready-made con- 
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ceptions. . . . But perhaps,” he adds a 
little sadly, “ it is too much to hope for 
such a commonsense arrangement. .. 
In the Gates.or Zion for October, 
Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin, writing on 
the rather dangerous subject of “ Jewish 
Pre-Eminence,” draws from the fact that 
“ although Jews amount to less than one 
hes cent of the world population, they 
ve garnered almost 11 per cent of the 
Nobel Prize awards” the conclusion that 
“we are a unique people.” The con- 
clusion may be sound, but the logic 
would be more convincing if the ratio 
had been worked out relative to that 
smaller proportion of the world’s popu- 
lation who could possibly compete for 
such an honour. Even the Jew ey 
conscious of his heritage must, I think, 
feel a trifle uncomfortable at reading the 
Statement: “ History proves that there 
has never been a nation, save for the 


Jews, which remained steadily and con- . 


sistently creative not merely for centuries 
but for millennia.” Maybe. But I 
could wish that somebody other than a 
Jew had said it. 

Perhaps by a coincidence the same 
issue of the GATES OF ZION contains an 
article entitied 
An Apologia,” by Herbert Freeden. The 
author resuscitates the old but excellent 
story of the Zionist publicity man who 
paid his first visit to Israel and, on being 
shown round -the country, exclaimed in 


amazement: “ All the lies I’ve been tell- 


ing are true!” 
* 


CoMMON GROUND, published by the 
Council of Christians and Jews, coniains 
in the current issue the second part of 
an article by Professor Norman Bentwich 
on “Judaism and Law.” Under the 
heading “Symbolism of Co-operation ” 
there is related a fascinating story from 
Louisville, Kentucky. When new. win- 
dows were being planned for the Firsi 
Unitarian Church, Louisville; it -was 
decided to do something “to symbolise 
the universal brotherhood between 
peopies. of different faiths,” and it was 
deemed “right and proper to dedicate 
one of the windows to the rabbi of the 
neighbouring synagogue, a _ highly 
respected spiritual leader in the 
community.” 

How far do we understand the Israclis 


_and how far do the Israelis understand 


us ? It may be that some light is thrown 
on this thorny problem in the current 
issue of Jewish Youth, the official organ 
of the Association for Jewish Youth, in 
which a young Israeli, Samuel Shy, gives 
his impressions the English people. 
Take a look at yourself, gentle reader. 
You are “thin, pale; living in- small, 
black, stone houses.” You go to work 
with sandwiches for your lunch; you eat 
amazingly. thinly-sliced bread, and the 

you like best is lettuce {you also 
like beans very much). “ Exactly at five 
o'clock all the Enghksh stop work, busi- 
ness, conversation, and hurry to perform 
the ritual of tea.’ And there are many 
English people who have never heard of 
Israel. Nevertheless, he concludes that 


. the English are ** an amazing and interest- 


ing nation, England is a country of 
wonders.”” Just how full of wonders | 
‘had not previously realised. But I hope 
Mr. Shy’s fellow-sabras will not accept 
his account as wholly reliable. 

Religious Crisis in Israel” is 
the title of an article by Jeremiah Ben- 
Jacob in the current issue of Lek JUDAISME 
SEPHARDI, the organ of the World 
Sephardi Federation. After referring to 
the fact that the Orthodox parties in 
Israe! obtained only 15 seats in the 
Knesset out of 120 fat the last election 
the religious groups secured 17 seats], 
the author points out that they. are in 
fact stronger than thése figures would 
imply, since “ Mapai, the senior partner, 
is prepared to go to great lengths to 
make concessions to avert the breakdown 
of the Coalition.” He adds that a good 
number of the Orthodox leaders: realise 
that there is ““a need for change.” and 
goes onto discuss the movement to estab- 
lish a Sanhedrin—a _ subject also. dealt 
with in the same issue by Chief Rabbi 
J. M. Toledano, of Tel Aviv, who 
favours the move although he feels that 
it must be postponed while “ partisan- 
ship’ exists in religious circles. 


Does the community need the Board 
of Deputies? Before I am lynched by 
infuriated mobs from Woburn House, let 
me hasten to explain that the question 


posed in Jewish AFFAIRS, published 


by the Souih.Afncan Board, and it is 
to that body and not to its elder brother 
in London that it refers. The writer, 
who—perhaps wisely—preserves his 
anonymity, feels that the Board's sphere 
of activity must be to some extent 
restricted, and that it “can only give a 
positive lead to the community if and 
when Jewish interests as such are directly 
involved.” It seems unlikely that any 
Deputy has ever asked for a broader 
mandate than this, or ever will. This 
not very vigorous “attack” is success- 
fully. repelled in an article in the same 
issue by Mr. A. Mélamet. ~—

September 17, Professor Cyril Falls con- 
tributes a thoughtful article on “*kgypt 
and Israel,” even though few of the 
arguments he adduces wili be new (io our 
readers. Compensation;¥ he says, 
“has all along been the motto of Israel 
on the refugee problem; repatriation 
that of the Arabs. By the principle of 
abstract justice, which has not prevailed 
on these borders for a long ume, the 
Arabs are in the right, but theirs is the 
less realistic of the two solutions. 
Arab States have never departed from it, 
but they might be ready to do so if 
they could obtain what they considered a 
satisfactory settlement from other points 
of view.’ Dealing with the possibility 
of a “second round” in the Israeli- 
Arab war, Professor Falls seems to think 
that the Egyptian forces are more efficient 
than they were in 1948, although “ the 
Isracli Army is a more powerful force, 
nearly thrice as large and better ie pees 
In a conflict between Israel and Egypt 
only, it would run no risk of defeat.” 
But a war of so restricted a nature is, 
as he says, inconceivable; “the other 
Arab States would intervene,” 
and * their pressure from all sides would 
be a danger. Israel survived it last time 
and made clever and determined use of 
interior lines, but a_ repetition would 
undoubtedly cause her anxiety."” Such a 
war would be, as he rightly says, “a 
calamity extending far beyond the 
countries immediately concerned.” 

Since Freepom, the Anarchist week! 
published in London, is now in its 16t 
volume, it is with shame that I must 
admit I had not previously heard of this 
periodical. Five recent issues have con- 
tained articles devoted to the subject of 
* Anarchism, Zionism, and the Kibbutz.” 
They ‘are very long and very heavily 
documented; from the few. hours that I 
have been able to devote to their perusal 
| gather that the author is, with certain 
reservations, favourably disposed to. all 
three ideologies.

IMPORTANCE OF HEBREW 
IN JEWISH LIFE

Sir Leon Simon, C.B.. stressed the 
vital importance of Hebrew and the 


culture which is based on it as a unify. 


ing force in Jewish life, when he 
addressed the Liberal Jewish Syna- 
gogue Group of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University at the Synagogue, 
St. John’s Wood Road, N.W.. last 
week. The Rev. Philip Cohen presided, 

Sir Leon sketched in broad outline the 
history of the emergence of Hebrew into 
everyday life over a period of about 200 
years. 

He gave a general picture of the litera- 
ture of the WHaskalah movement and 
said that the earlier writers, beginning 
with Moses Mendelssohn; had soughi to 
write.a pure biblical Hebrew. But es 
Hebrew literature approached nearer to 
life, it became increasingly impossible to 
confine oneself to the limits -of biblical 
vocabulary. From the early ‘80s- the 
revival of Hebrew became almost 
exclusively an instrument of the national 
revival. 

The Hebrew revival. Sir Leon stressed. 
was obviously necessary to the Hebrew 
University. It was only through that 
revival that the unity of the Jewish 
People, scaticred as it still -was, couid 
be maintained. if, they wanted the 
Jewish people to survive, it was essential 
that they should encourage in every 
possible way the acquisition of at least 
some knowledge of the Hebrew language 
and its literature.

JEWISH EDUCATION IN 
CANADA

Mr. Arieh Ben-Gurion, nephew of. 


the Israeli Premier-designate, has been 
‘pending a few days in London before 
returning to Israel from Canada; 
where he has spent nearly three years 
on an educational mission on behalf 
of the Jewish Agency, 
Hameuchad, and Achdut Avoda, 

While in Canada, he told me, he has 
been working with Jewish youth and 
‘caching at the Hebrew school in the 
Borochev Centre in Toronio, an Achdut 
Avoda institution with nearly 250 pupils. 

Achdut Avoda, said Mr: Ben-Gurion. 
was the strongest organised Jewish group 
in Toronto, having a membership of 300 
families. It also had a strong youth 
movement, Dror. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion went to Palestine in 
1923, at the age of six, with the third 
aliva, his father having been killed in the 
Russian Revolution. He joined the 

alutzic youth movement at Beit 
haShita, an Achdut Avoda kibbutz in the 
Emek Jezreel, and is Principal of the 
settlement’s school, which has 450 pupils.

As the Junior Chamber Internationa! 
has direct representation at Uno it was 
vital that no. recommendation should be 
made by the British movement before 
the World Congress at Edinburgh next 
month. That has, been achieved, but 
the danger is not yet past and every 
possible vote against this reform should 
be used. 

In particular it would be useful if the 
present apparent solidarity of the North- 
West Regional Group of Jumior Cham- 
bers of Commerce could be broken up, 
and members of the movement in. Liver- 
pool, Manchester, and surrounding towns 
should do what they can in that respect.

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economics would have to be ignored. 
Equally irresponsible seems to be the 
criticism of present Isracli policy 
im the claim of Achdut Avoda tha they 
believe in strong action in the face of 
Arab attacks. hay docs such “ strong 
action” entail? Open warfare’ To 
me there appears to De little difference in 
this particular between the policy of 
Achdut Avoda and tha: of the exircmrt

While im no way wishing to deny the 
right of any group of Jews to organise 
a new party and seck public support. 
it docs seem a pity that people here 
should be confused, as they must be, by 
the transference to countries abroad of

Lack of Knowledge 
Deplored 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir;-—-Not very long ago I asked a 


leading Jewish personality whether 
Jewish history is taught in the Talmud 
Torah. “Of course,” was his reply, 
“my grandson was telling me about 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and all 
that he had learnt from the Chumash. ° 

But this is history of three and four 
thousand years ago. What about our post- 
Biblical and our modern history ? That 
little boy and thousands hke him know 
nothing about it, 

The importance of this knowledge has 
been forcibly expressed by our great 
Hebrew and Yiddish writer, I. L. Peretz. 
In an essay on history, he wrote: “ You 
can love your relations, your neighbours, 
or anybody you know, but you can't love 
someone you don't Know.” 

Our present generation in England, 
except 
education at English schools, where, 
among other subjects, English history and 
English literature had been taught; but 
nothing of Jewish history and Jewish 
jiterature. 

Mr. Percival Spears. writing in the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, said: “Jt has 


been a general rule of national movements 


that they are closely related to literature 
and language.” 

It is true that the veshiva and Talmud 
Torahs are teaching religious knowledge 
and are infusing religious belief ; but only 
a very few attending these establishments 
will have any knowledge of our great 
modern literature. Perhaps, as the great 
Hebrew poet, I. Gordin, in his time 
(One in a city and two in a province.”’) 

Every English boy knows, and will 


for a very few, received their

speak with pride of, . Shakespeare, 
Milton, Byron, Dickens, and other 
English writers: the French of 


Balzac, Hugo, Zola, Anatole France ; 
the Germans of Lessing, Schiller, 
Goethe. But ask any one of the majority 
of English-born Jews, who was Abramo- 
vitch? (Mendele Mocher Sepharim.) Who 
was Dinezohn ? Who was Peretz? Who 
was Gordin, our Shakespeare. the author 
of Mirele Ephross™ ? Our Charles 
Dickens the humorist, Sholem Aleichem ? 
Who were Frug Goldfaden, Hirshbein, 
Bialik, and the innumerable Hebrew and 
Yiddish poets, dramatists, novelisis, 
essayists, and critics—and he will look at 
you like the proverbial in 

In America they have long since realised 
the importance for Judaism of the 
spreading of Jewish culture—religious 
and secular: ancient and modern. There 


they have Peretz schools, Sholem Aleichem 


schools. as well as institutes and seminars 
for training teachers for these schools. 


Why not invite some of the many talented 


writers (some of them escaped with their 
lives from Hitler’s executioners, and now 
existing in poverty) to come here from 
America and to found cultural 
circles, evening classes, give lectures, and 
translate our best works for our young to 


read, instead of their reading detective: 


stories and other penny dreadfuls ? 
The writer on ** Jews,” 
Encyclopedia,” states: They [the Jews] 
are by the unanimous verdict of historians 
and philosophers of our times, second 
among the chief promoters of the devclop- 
ment of humanity and civilisation.” 
The diffusion of instruction on our 
achievements, on our national history and 
national literature, in addition to religious 
teaching, will create in our midst immeas- 
urably greater interest and devotion to

Advice to Israel 
To the Editor of Tut JEwtsH Curonicte 


Sir, —In your ed:torial, “ Russia and 
Middle East,” in your last week’s issue, 
you say “it wou.d be naive to suppose 
that any responsible Israeli Govern- 
ment, now about to be formed, could 
be goaded by extremists to take any 
rash step as a result of the new 
Egyptian armaments transaction.” 

As everybody knows, your weekly has 
always been a great help and support 
to Israel and Jewry, and our community 
is indeed fortunate in having such an 
organ. Permit me to say, however, that 
your constant preaching haviaga (restraint 
and moderation) for Israel can hardly 
be considered helpful. Had the Yishuv 
hearkened to your advice in the past 
there would have been no State of Israel 
today. Many still recall your leading 
article in May, 1948, strongly appealing 
to the Yishuv not to proclaim the State. 
Israel is surrounded by enemies openly 
preparing and proclaiming their intention 
to wipe out the Jewish State. Israel, on 
the other hand, is ever ready to talk 
peace and appealing for peace negotia- 
tions. A semi-permanent frontier war is 
in progress and shipping to and from 
Israel via Suez and Aqaba is blockaded. 
The Arab States (which do not spend a 
penny to keep the Arab refugees alive) 
are ready to spend tens of, millions of 
pounds out of oi] royalties to buy arms 
to kill Israel. It is clear that Israel has 
no option. but to hit back. taking the 
risk that it should be called ** aggressive ’ 
according to the well-known comment 
of the French explorer Du Chaillu:

‘atiaque, il se défend,”’ 
Why is Israel well advised to be 
patient? Is it not much wiser for Israel 
to choose the right moment to come out 
with a clear demand for peace negoia- 
tions or else (in case of an Arab refusal) 
to strike while the iron is hot and white 
the enemy is still weak ? It is painful 
for many of your readers. after the 
murder of six million Jews. to read of 
further appeals to Jewry for moderation, 
restraint, and patience. To 
historian it is abundantly clear how 
horrible a price Jewry has paid for its 
“moderation.” How -much better it 
would have been for German Jewry in 
the initial stages of the Nazi régime if 
they had not listened to the counsels of 
moderation. Even the struggle in the 
Warsaw Ghetto might have had quite 
different results had Warsaw Jewry not

Paris: Fare-Saving Plan 
By “GREEN FLAC” 


With the tendency for fares to the 
Contunent to be on the up-grade, it is 
refreshing to find a go-ahead concern, 
Skyways, of 7 Berkeicy Street, W.1, 
iniualing a coach-air service to Paris that 
effects a really considerable reduction in 


cost. This was demonstrated recently, | 


when a proving flight (on one of the 
Douglas DC3 aircraft that will operate 
ihe regular daily service now in opera- 
tron) showed that a really fast and com- 
fortable journey can be accomplished at 
a surprisingly low fare. A coach leaves 
every morning at 8.45 from. Victoria 
Coach Station, arriving at Lympe A)lr- 
port at 11.84 a.m, The aircraft takes off 
at 12.18 p.m., arriving at Beauvais Air- 
port at 1.15 p.m. The passengers then 
take a coach at 1.45 p.m. for Paris, 
where the arrival at the Moderne Palace 
Hotel, Place de la République, will be 
at 3.35 p.m. (4.35 p.m. French time). 
The return: Journey starts daily from 
Paris at 12.25 p.m. (French time), arriving 
in London ‘at 6.14 p.m. The total jour- 
ney time is under seven hours. There 
is a free baggage allowance of 44 Ib., 
and refreshments are available during the’ 
fiight. The coaches on the British section 
are those of the East Kent company and 
the French section is operated by thé 
vehicles of Transports Renault. From 
Monday to Thursday the return ticket 
will cost only £7 14s.; from Friday till 
Sunday inclusive the return fare is £8 15s. 
The Jewish student, for instance, can 
book a week's bed and breakfast at the 
new Jewish Students’ Hostel in Paris 
(about which I wrote last week) for the 
franc equivalent of £4 4s., and, travelling 
by this new Skyways scheme, his basic 
expense will be only about £13.

The cost of a single 
room, with bath, per night is about £1 
and the hotel is within walking distance, 
under half-an-hour, from the sirictly 
kosher Restaurant Eden at 36 Boulevard 
Bonne Nouvelle, or four stations’ ride 
by Metro.

THE SEFER TORAH 


By AUNTIE 


OMORROW is called Shabbat 
i°WRS because we read the first 
Sidra in Genesis which begins 
with that word. Have you ever 
examined a Sefer Torah at close 
quarters? Of course, you boys who 
have been prepared for Barmitzvah 
have had a good look at it and are 
quite familiar with its appearance. 
But for those of you who have not 
been so privileged, I thought it might 
be interesting for you to hear some- 
thing about the making of the Sefer 
Torah. | 

The Sefer itself is made from the 
dried skin of a kosher animal and 
specially prepared with gallnut, lime, 
‘and other chemicals so that the parch- 
ment will not perish. Only the very 
best black ink is used, which is 
specially made for the purpose. The 
Sefer is written by a scribe with a 
quill pen in square characters and, 
before he even starts, he utters a 
special praver to God to help him 
make a perfect copy from the Sefer 
spread out on the table. 

The writing is all done by hand, 
using only the consonant letters. No 
vowels or punctuation stops are used, 
the only divisions being a line left 
open altogether or a space left in a 
line, As we love to keep up our old 
customs we have never changed the 
style of the Sefer Torah but keep to 
original parchment. 


Work of the Scribe 


While the scribe is writing he says . 


each word aloud and before he 
writes the name of the Almighty he 
says aloud: “ Iam now going to write 
the Holy Name.” There must be no 
interruption while he writes. The work 
is a matter of many months, but the 
scribe leaves the final two or three 


verses in outline. and there is usually 


a Special reception for friends and 
relatives, who are invited to fill in 
these letters. 

When the writing is actually 
finished, the sheets of parchment are 
sewn together with special . thread, 
made of sinews. 


Then there are two rollers of hard 


wood that support and protect the 


edges of the Sefer when it is rolled 


up. Are you familiar with the orna- 
ments of the Scroll? There is the 
silver yad, used to point to the place, 
and a breastplate hung by a chain 
from the top of the rollers. At the 
end of each reading from the Sefer, 
someone is given the mitzvah of hold- 
ing the Scroll so that everyone can 
see the writing, and this mitzvah is 
called Hagbah. Another person is 
chosen for the mitzvah of Galila, or 
rolling up the Sefer and binding it 
with its ribbon before putting,on the 
velvet mantle and placing the orna- 
ments in position. 

How did it come about that we have 
a public reading of the Torah? It is 
quite simple to trace. The Ten Com- 
mandments were inscribed on tablets 


of stone, and it is mentioned in the 
Book of Joshua that the words of 
the Law were written down. But 
later in history, in the reign of King 
Josiah, a Scroll of the Law was dis- 
covered by Hilkiah, the High Priest, 
and he read aloud to the people 
from it. 

The next occasion when we hear of 
a Scroll is when the Israelites returned 
to Palestine after the Babylonian exile. 
The prophet Ezra was occupied with 
editing the books of the Bible and 
determining the wording of the Sefer 
Torah in the form im which we now 
have it. He used several manuscripts 
to arrive at the exact text. He was 
surnamed the Scribe. as he had 
written by hand several copies of the 
Torah and could also teach the mean- 
ing. Ezra did not permit any altera- 


tion of the text even if he considered 


there had been an error. He thought 
that. if he allowed changes, the people 
might make more alterations as time 
went on, and there was a fear that the 
original Torah would be changed 
beyond recognition. That is why every 
copy of the Sefer is identical. 

Ezra instituted the public reading 
of the Law at fixed times so as net 
to make an interval of more than three

days between each reading. Nowa- 
days, the Sidra of the week is publicly 
read in shool every Shabbat, and part 
of it on Mondays and Thursdays.. 
The rabbis remind us that the Torah 


is saccessible to everyone and point 
‘out that 


in Deuteronomy it says: 
“ The. Torah is not in heaven nor over 
the sea,’ meaning that everyone can 
have a knowledge of it. They also 
considered that everyone who had 
acquired a knowledge of the Torah 


and not shared it with others might be 
compared 


to. a_ beautiful plant, 
flourishing in an .unknown part of the 
desert, where no one benefits from 
its existence. 
Another rabbi points out that the 
Torah opens and closes with records 
of God's gracious acts, which it 
should be our endeavour humbly to 
imitate. In tomorrow’s portion of the 


Law, we read of God clothing Adam’ 


and Eve and. in one of the last 
chapters of Deuteronomy, we find 
God burying Moses after his death. 
These are the two of the greatest 
mitzvahs we can offer our neighbours, 
to clothe the needy and offer consola- 
tion to mourners.

Obituary 
DR. ARTHUR HANTKE 


The death occurred in Jerusalem on 
Monday of Dr. Arthur Hantke, the 
veteran Zionist and Managing Director 
of the Keren Hayesod. 

Dr. Hantke, who 
was born in Berlin 
81 years ago, was 
very lar B ely 
responsible for the 
early developmeni 
of Zionism 
Germany. Even 
before Theodo: 
Herzl came on. th 
Zionist scene he 
was an enthusiasi 
for 


called 
Humanity Society 
which aimed at 
encouraging Jewish national aspirations. 

He became a member of the Zionist 
organisation of Germany in 1895 and 
from the year 1901 was a delegate to 
successive Zionist Congresses. was 
elected to the Board of Directors of the 
Jewish National Fund in 1903 and con- 
tinued to serve on it until 1928. In 
1905 he was elected by the German 
Zionist Organisation as a representative 
on the Greater Actions Committee and

He led the German 
Zionists in opposing—together with the 
Russian Zionists—the policy of Western 
Zionists to concentrate on political 
Zionism, and ¢alled for the launching 
of a programme of practical work in 
Eretz Yisrael, 

In 1911 he was elected a member of 
the Executive of the Zionist Movement. 
He helped greatly in maintaining Zionism 
in several countries during the First 
World War and at the end of the war 
came to London where as a member of 
the Zionist Executive he was responsible 
for organisational work. —

MR. HYMIE KANTER 


Mr. Hymie (Herman) Kanter, a mem- 
ber of the Executive Board of the 
National Union of Tailors and Garment 
Workers and Chairman of the London 
Mantle and Costume Branch since 1942, 
died suddenly of a heart attack last 
Friday, at the age of SO.

BOXER TRIUMPHS 
OVER POLIO 


Cantor Fighting His Way 
to Empire Title 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Solly Cantor, the Canadian Jewish 
lightweight boxer, who last week 
defeated the British champion, Frank 
Johnson, was in 
his childhood a 
victim of polio- 
myolitis, and one 
of his legs is 
much thinner and 
weaker than the 
other, but as the 
result of great 


determination he 
has become one 
of the outstand- 
ing boxers in the 
British Commonwealth. This was his 
third victory over a British champion. 


Cantor was born in Toronto 27 years 
ago. His father, an immigrant from 
Rumania, took part for many years in 
synagogue and communal work. He 
himself went to a cheder where he recalls 
being taught Chumash by an old bearded 
rabbi. After being struck down by polio 
and making a remarkable recovery-— 
apart from his left leg—he took up 
boxing and in 1945 won the amateur 
featherweight. championship of Canada. 
In the following year he went to the 
United States where he turned profes- 
sional and appeared at Madison Square 
Garden, New York. In 1948 he came

to Britain, intending to stay here for two 


weeks; but remained for two_ years. 
Since then he has fought in Canada, 


South Africa, and this country, gaining’ 


several outstanding victories. 

Since 1947 he has been recognised as 
a leading chadlenger for the Empire light- 
weight tithe and it seems remarkable that 
iven an opportunity to 
win this title. e has beaten 12 cham- 
pions in various parts of the world. He 
feels that he is now entitled to a contest

Cantor, who always wears a Magen

now lives in Tottenham, London, and 
his wife, whose maiden name was Rita 
Treissman, is a local Jewish girl. For the 
past year he has: been learning tailoring.

LONDON’S JEWISH POPULATION 


By SAM FYNE 


OW many Jews live in 
Stamford Hill ? How many 


in Golders Green? In 


St. John’s Wood ? 


These and similar questions have 
from time to time exercised the 
minds of sociologists and statisti- 


cians, who have attempted by 
divers means to estimate the 
number of Jews living in the 


Metropolitan area we know as 
Greater London. Today’s experts 
appear to be agreed upon the total 


| figure of about 285,000. But few 
have attempted to estimate how 


that 285,000 is distributed over the 


separate districts of the area. 
Indeed, such an_ estimate has 
proved to be almost an impossible 
task. because, for one thing, of the 
vast complexities of status, wealth, 
religious affiliation, and political 
beliefs of the members of the com- 
munity. Another stumbling block 


has been the confusion caused by 


postal districts overlapping borough 
boundaries and popularly accepted 


‘names for certain areas.

about 1,500) who this year oa the 
advertising columns of Tue JEWISH 
CHRONICLE to express their greetings - 
to relatives and friends for Rosh. 

Probably no list of Jews 
in London with addresses has ever 
been published or even compiled 
which js more comprehensive - and 
representative in character of 4 
balanced cross-section of the com.

Secondly (and this discovery prompted

established.” Generally speaking, she 
adds, it was found almost impossible 
to base her investigation [into demo- 
graphic and other statistical aspects of 
the community] on fresh material. 
However, it is suggested that if a 
sufficiently lengthy list of. London 
Jews together with their addresses 
were available it is possible that an 
analysis of the various postal districts 
—-N.16, N.W.11, W.9, Harrow, and so 
on—would give at least a reasonable 
estimate of the percentage of the 
accepted figure of 285,000 (for the 
total London Jewish population) of 
Jews living in each of those districts. 
In this article an attempt has been 
made to give such an estimate, which 
is not claimed to be accurate, of 
course, but it should at least provide 
a basis for discussion and further 
research. 

The estimates have been compiled 
by using as a yardstick the addresses

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Continued from previous page 
adjoining areas—account for nearly 
16 per cent (45,000) of the total. 

if we include Whitechapel, Stepney, 
Bethnal Green, Bow, and Poplar, the 


figures for the East End (which, as- 


mentioned above, are probably a little 
underestimated) amount to only about 
17.000 (6 per cent), It might here be 
interesting to mention that jn 1899 it 

was estimated that 90 per cent of the 
Metropolitan Jewish population lived 
in the East End. In 1929 the numbers 
had declined to 60 per cent, and in 
1948 to less than ten per cent ! 

The north-west districts together 
account for the largest number of 
Jews (83,000; 38 per cent). The 
large number estimated for the west 
districts might come as a surprise to 
some ; but the foresight of the United 
Synagogues proposal to build a 
£285.000 synagogue at Marble Arch 
would seem to be justified by the 
significance of the population figures. 

‘Of the post-war areas of Jewish 


settlement en masse, the one that has 


seen the most rapid increase in its 
Jewish population is that of Edgware. 
where before the war fewer than 500 
Jewish families made their homes. 
there are probably nearly 
14,000 Jews living jn the district, with 
nearby Stanmore, Canons Park, and 
Mill Hill accounting for a _ further 


(1939 about 30 families ; today 3,500 
people) and Wembley (1939 300 
families ; today nearly 5,000 people). 

It is difficult to foresee what other 
suburban areas will be opened up to 
Jewish influx in any great numbers in 
the future, for although many other 
smaller suburban communities were 
established during and since the war 
they appear to have remained more or 
less static im recent years. This applies 
particularly to such districts as 
Hainault, Hounslow, Kingston, and 
Ruislip. The move eastwards to 
Ilford, where there are about 9,000 
Jews, also seems to have come to a 
full stop. 

An examination of the percentage 
figures jn Table B shows that the 
biggest proportion of Jewish people 
to the general population is, not 
unexpectedly. in the Borough of Stoke 
Newington (31.64) with St. Maryle- 
bone (29.71) and Hendon (28.85) 
following close behind. So fractional 
were the figures for most of the South 
London boroughs and some of the 
Outer London boroughs that it was 
not deemed worth while to include 
them in detail in this table. 

Perhaps a similar investigation in, 
say, 15 or 20 years’ time, based on 
the same or a similar yardstick, might 
be used to show a further shift of the 
Jewish population of Greater London

MR. HECTOR McNEIL

He spoke frequently in condemna- 
tion of the persecution of Jews—at a 
Warsaw Ghetto memorial meeting in 


London, in 1952, for example. 
MR. A. ROSEMAN 
Rabbi Dr. S. M_ writes: 


“ Lancashire Jewry has lost one of its 
finest baalei baatim in the death of Mr, 
A. Roseman on the last day of Succot. 
Before going to Blackpool just over a 
decade ago as the proprictor of the Palm 
Court Hotel, he had fa: thfully served the 
communities of Stockport and Manches- 
ter. Of the former congregation, he was 
President for many years, even serving 
it in honorary capacity as Reader. To 
his house in Steckport all came with 
their problems and no meshuillach or any- 
one m need. was ever sent away empty- 
handed. He represenied his community 
on the Manchester Shechita Board and 
Represeniative Council, and was a 
g-nerous supporter of the many causes, 
social, charitable, and educational, 

‘His hotel in Blackpool also became 
the Mecca of all in-need. His delight was 
to do good, to respect the Torah and 
those who taught it. and to keep the 
flame: of Yidd shkeit burning brightly.’ 


MR. REUBEN ROSEN 


Mr. S. Gritts, Hon. President of 
the Dundee Congrcgation, writes:

while travelling from Glasgow to Dundee, 
has deprived the community of one of 
its oldest members.

MARCEL PROUST 


At the Wildenstein Gallery the 
French Direction des Relations Cul- 
turelles has organised an exhibition 
to commemorate Marcel Proust and 
his time (1871 to 1922). 
so at the request of the French 
Embassy in London, and one of the 
objects is to stress Proust's connections 
with England, in particular his passion 
for Ruskin and George Eliot. No 
effort has been spared. For instance, 
Proust as a young man had a reproduc- 
tion of Whisiler’s portrait of Carlyle 
in his room; so the original is here, 
lent by the Glasgow Art Gallery.

A COMMUNITY WITHOUT NEEDY PEOPLE 
Gothenburg Jewry’s Prosperity 


From a Special Correspondent 


GOTHENBURG | 
The Swedish port of Govhenburg 
has 365,000 inhabitants, of whom 


41.500 are Jews. 


There have been Jews in Sweden for 
a long time. Not far from Gothenburg, 
on the lovely island of Marstrand, there 
is a synagogue in a cave among the 
rocks dating back to thé Middle Ages. 
The Jews living in Gothenburg can be 
divided into three groups—those who 
arrived from Europe afier the war, those 
whose families came in the early part of 
the century from Poland and Russia, and 
those whose families have lived in the 
for centuries. 

leaders of the community are 
Fi by the high rate of assimilation 
and the large number of mixed marriages. 
They attribute this to the fact that 
Swedish Jews have never known persecu- 
tion or any form of discrimination and 
are free to occupy any position in the 
country. Many Swedish Jews do hold 
important positions in the Siate, and it 
is said that there is a larger proportion 
of Jewish millionaires in Gothenburg 
than in any other city in the world. 


Large Synagogue 


Many of the children of East European 
immigrants have been very successful in 
commercial life and the largest depart- 
ment store in the city, Ferdinand Lund- 
quists, is owned by a Jew. The Jews 
share in the general prosperity and enjoy 
the high standard of life prevalent in 
Sweden. There is no needy person in 
the Jewish community. 

But although Gothenburg has a Jewish 
community there is not much Judaism in 
the traditional sense. There is a large 
synagogue—it celebrates its centenary 
next month—pleasantly situated in the 
centre of the town alongside one of the 
canals. (The canals are a reminder that 
Gothenburg was built by Dutch people, 
and some say that they were Dutch 
Jews.) Services are held regularly, 
though the attendance, except during the 
Holy-days, is sparse. The service is not 
conducted entirely according to the 
Orthodox ritual; it is shortened and 
conducted partly in Swedish. The chazan

There is a very active 
branch of Wizo. but there is little 
activity among Jewish youth, the majority 
of whom are very apathetic abou 
Judaism. 


As the great maiority of Swedish Jews | 


are not religiously observant, questions 
of kashrut and Sabbath observance do 
not play their part in maintaining the 

“separateness” of the Jews. Nor is 
there an outside factor, such as anti- 
to remind the Jews of then 
difference.”

The Victorian Jewish Board of 
Deputies, at its last monthly meeting, 
debated a statement by the President, 
Mr. A.S. Leibler, that sausage casings 
manufactured in Germany are coming 
into Australia and are being used in 
the manufacture of small goods 
(continental-type sausages) for the 
Jewish community after having been 
‘declared kosher by the London and 
Melbourne Batei Din. 

Rabbi Dr. |. Rapaport, head of the 
Melbourne Beth Din, had explained that 
the casings had the approval of the 
London Beth Din. He produced a copy 
of the hechsher of the London Beth Din, 
declaring the casings to be kosher after 
~w had sent two rabbis to Germany to 
supervise the manufacture. 


“ Feelings Violated ” 


The Chairman of the Board, Mr.. T. 

Rapke, said that German casings bearing 
the hechsher of the Beth Din were a 
serious matter. | Nothing, he declared, 
could be kosher that offended the customs 
of -the people. If, he added, Jewish 
customs were sq lacking in imagination 
that they permitted those with Jewish 
blood on their hands to make kosher 
oods, the sooner a Sanhedrin was estab- 
ished the better. He said that the Board 
had the right to guide the community 
into places where they could buy goods 
with no fear of their being of German 
origin. 
_. Mr. B. Green said that to permit the 
import of casings manufactured in Ger- 
many meant that such action must violate 
all Jewish feelings.

$10,330,000 FOR ALIYA 


FROM MOROCCO 
U.J.A. Campaign’s Success 
From our Own Correspondent 
New YorK 

The’ United Jewish Appeal has 
successfully completed its emergency 
cash campaign to raise $10,000,000 to 
finance the immigration of 10,000 
Moroccan Jews to Israel during 
October and November. 

At a meeting here attended by U.J.A. 
senior officials, including 60 leaders due 
- to leave today (Friday) on a study mission 
of Europe and Israel, the National Cash 
Chairman, Mr. Sol Luckman, reported 
that $10,330,000 had been raised for the 
Moreccan emergency campaign in 45 
days. 

Mr. Edward Warburg, President of the 
U.J.A.. said. that 300° Moroccan Jews 
had left for Isracl last month and 1,500 
in the first week of this month.

He was; however, 
more concerned with the political aspects 
of the deal. By its move, Russia had 
won a great victory in the cold war. 
Replying to questions, Mr. Dulles said 
that the U.S.A. would not arm Israel or 
Egypt. He also admitted that there were 
weaknesses in the Tripartite guarantee. 

Mr. Allen, who was present at the 
meeting, said that Nasser had told him 
that Egypt would consider peace with 
Israel only from the position of strength. 
Egypt, he added, was particularly con- 
cerned at French arms shipments to 
Israel. 

The Czech sale of arms to Egypt was 
among issues discussed on. Tuesday 
between President Eisenhower and Mr. 
Dulles. the Secretary of State, who flew 
to Denver to confer with the President. 

In reporting to Mr Dulles on his talks 
with Nasser, Mr. Allen is said to have 
told the Secretary of State that Nasser 
had promised to restrict the number and 
the activities of any Soviet technicians 
required to enter Egypt im connection 
with the purchase of East European arms. 
But Nasser. made it clear that, despite 
Western misgivings, he was determined 
to proceed with his plan to trade 
Egyptian rice and cotton for arms. 


Egyptian Purchases 


According to Israeli sources here, 
Egypt's assurances of her peaceful inten- 


‘tions are meaningless. They contend that 


Nasser is seeking to enhance his military 
power for three reasons: for use against 
Israel, annexation of the Sudan, and to 
aggravate further the situation in North 
Africa.

POWER FROM THE SUN

Harnessing solar energy in Israel 
will become a commercial proposition 
if the plant installed by Dr. Henry 
Tabor, an English scientist working in 
Israel, proves successful. : 

The solar energy plant was exhibited 
this week to Israeli Cabinet Ministers. 
Dr. Tabor emigrated to Israel in. 1949 
and has since been working with the 
Research Counci} there. He has shown 
by experiments that 18 per cent of the 
sun's energy can be converted into power. 

A model of the plant is to be exhibited 
early next month at the first World 
Symposium on Applied Solar Energy at 
Arizona, at which Dr. Taber will read. 
a paper. The model has been patented 
in his name and that of the Israeli 
Research Council. 

The consequences on Israel's economy 
resulting from the operation of the plant 
are difficult to assess at this stage, but 
one interesting possibility is the provision 
of air conditioning for buildings in the 
Negev. Certain types of refrigeration 
units (Electrolux) work by means of heat 
(gas, electricity, or paraffin). This heat 
can now be produced by the solar energy 
collector designed by Dr. Tabor, and it 
has the added advantage that hotter sun 
means more effective cooling.
